center of activity moved from that land, it did not 

go to Rome but, hundreds of years before there was 
a Pope at Rome, it was transferred to the Isles of the North 
and West by Joseph of Arimathea and those who fled from 
Jerusalem and Palestine to escape persecution. They estab- 
lished the first church in the British Isles — only a few 
years after the crucifixion — at Glastonbury, England. 

Furthermore, we seriously question if the Apostle Peter 
ever visited Rome, for he was an apostle to Babylon (see 
I Peter 5: 13) where, in his time, many Jews were dwelling. 
There Peter no doubt suffered his martyrdom by being 
crucified. Paul went to Rome and there is abundant evi- 
dence that on one of his 
missionary journeys he also 
visited London where, from 
Ludgate Hill, he preached 
the Gospel. If Peter had 
been in Rome, Paul would 
certainly not have failed to 
include him in his greetings 
to the friends there. His 
very silence indicates that 
Peter was where he declares 
that he was in his Epistle: 
at Babylon. The claim of 
the sacred heritage of apos- 
tolic descent is hardly sus- 
tained in the lack of all 
evidence that Peter ever 
was at Rome. 

In spite of all this, and 
despite the fundamental fact 
that missionaries from Rome 
admittedly found a strong 
flourishing Christian Church 
in the British Isles, estab- 
lished centuries before their 
arrival, men continue to er- 
roneously repeat the state- 
ment that Rome brought 
Christianity to the Isles. 
That city, once the center 
of the pagan Roman Em- 
pire, is now the center of the 
Papacy —a powerful po- 
litico-ecclesiastical organi- 
zation — but never has it 
been the center of true 
Christianity from whence 
the House of Israel, the 
Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples, 
received the Gospel. 

When God called Israel 
to be His servant, He saw 
to it that His Gospel, which 
Israel was to transmit, was taken directly to the Isles by 
the disciples of our Lord. His people Israel received their 
commission directly from Jerusalem, not by way of Rome, 
regardless of the claims of Rome and of those who accept 
those claims as true! 

Jesus commissioned His disciples to “go unto the lost 
sheep of the House of Israel’”’ and He constituted them the 
lightbearers of the Gospel to His people. When He said to 
the Jews, “‘The kingdom of God shall be taken from you, 
and given to a nation bringing forth the fruits thereof,”’ it 
was to the House of Israel that the disciples carried the 
message and to Israel that the transfer of the Kingdom was 
made. The company of disciples and believers who, with 
Joseph of Arimathea, established the first Christian church 
in the Isles, were instruments in the hand of the:-Lord in 
accomplishing the transfer directly from Eastminster 
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RUINS AT GLASTONBURY, ENGLAND 


(Jerusalem) to Westminster in the Isles of the Sea north 
and west of Palestine. 

Our Lord did not wait hundreds of years, as taught by 
Rome, before giving Israel the glad tidings of their re- 
demption, but sent the disciples directly to the Isles with 
the message of the Gospel. The conversion of England to 
Christianity is given in the Encyclopedia Britannica as 
taking place between 597 and 686 A.D., but the following 
inscription in the Church of St. Peter-Upon-Cornhill, Lon- 
don, England is evidence that there was a flourishing 
Christian church in the Isles long before the Church of 
Rome was able to send emissaries to Britain — which it 
did not do until 597 A.D. when Pope Gregory the Great 

sent a mission to England 
headed by Augustine, who 
~ landed at Ebbsfleet in that 
— year. Note this inscription 
eee carefully and mark the date: 
Lf F “Bee it known to all men 
that in the year of Our Lord 
God 179 Lucives, the first 
Christian king of this Land, 
then called Britaine, founded 
ye first Church in London, 
that is to say, ye Church of 
St. Peter-Upon-Cornehill 
and hee founded there an 
Archbishop’s See and made 
that Church ye Metropol- 
itane and Chiefe Church of 
this kingdome and so it en- 
dured ye Space of 400 years 
and more, unto the coming 
of St. Avstin the Apostle of 
England, the which was 
sent into this land by St. 
Gregorie, ye Doctor of ye 
Church, in the Time of King 
Ethelbert and then was the 
Archbishop’s See and Pall 
removed from ye said Church 
of St. Peter-Upon-Corne- 
hill unto Dorobernia that 
now is called Canterburie 
and there it remaineth to 
this day and Millet, a monke 
which came into this land 
with St. Avstin, hee was 
made the first Bishop of 
London and his See was in 
Paul’s Church and this Lu- 
cives king was the first 
founder of St. Peter’s Church 
upon Cornehill and Hee 
reigned king in this land 
after Brute 1245 yeares and 
in the yeares of our Lord God 124 Lucives was crowned 
king and hee was buried [After some Chronicles hee was 
buried at Gloucester in that Place where ye order of St. 
Francis standeth now}].”’ 

It is interesting to note the reference to Brute, or Brutus, 
who came to London after the destruction of Troy, for he 
was also of Israel stock. 

No nation or city outside of Israel’s lands can rightly lay 
claim to being the true seat of Christianity. It is only log- 
ical to recognize that the origin of the Christian Church 
was in Palestine — where Jesus Christ lived and completed 
His work as the Redeemer of Israel and Saviour of the 
World. When the Gospel activities were transferred from 
that land, they went to another Israel land — to the Isles 
of the Sea. When the People of the Book recognize this, 
abundant light will be shed on their history and destiny. 
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IN THIS TIME OF UNCERTAINTY 

when men are fearful of the fu- 
ture and concerned about meeting their 
personal obligations under an economic 
system that is increasingly oppressive, it is 
refreshing to read again our Lord’s words, 
“Do not store up your riches on earth, 
where moths and rust destroy them, and 
where thieves break in and steal them, but 
store up your riches in heaven, where 
moths and rust cannot destroy them, and 
where thieves cannot break in and steal 
them. For wherever your treasure is, your 
heart will be also.” He added, “You can- 
not serve God and money” (Matt. 6: 
19-24, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.). 

Jesus counseled His followers against 
undue worry, saying, “Therefore, I tell 
you, do not worry about your life, won- 
dering what you will have to eat or drink, 
or about your body, wondering what you 
will have to wear. Is not life more impor- 
tant than food, and the body than clothes? 
Look at the wild birds? They do not sow 
or reap, or store their food in barns, and 
yet your heavenly Father feeds them. Are 
you not of more account than they? But 
which of you with all his worry can add 
a single hour to his life? Why should you 
worry about clothing?” (Matt. 6: 25-28, 
Smith & Goodspeed Trans.). 

Then He gave the illustration that has 
been quoted again and again, although few 
have learned the secret of its application 
to their daily living. “‘Consider the lilies 
of the field, how they grow; they toil not, 
neither do they spin: And yet I say unto 
you, That even Solomon in all his glory 
was not arrayed like one of these.” 

After pointing out that the heathen 
spend their time in pursuit of money and 
the necessities of life, Jesus reminds us 


that our Heavenly Father is fully be 
aware of the material things we 
require. He went on to explain that ample 
provision has been made to supply every 
need of God’s people and He gave the 
formula of faith that will bring this about. 
“But seek ye first the kingdom of God, 
and his righteousness [that is, the laws of 
that kingdom]; and all these things [the 
necessities of life] shall be added [that is, 
given] unto you” (Matt. 6: 33). The im- 
plications in this statement are far reach- 
ing indeed, for Jesus is assuring us that 
when the Kingdom of God and its laws 
are established in their fulness upon the 
earth, the needs of life will be supplied as a 
matter of course. | 

Meantime, through faith in the Lord, 
we can trust Him even in the midst of 
adversity and oppression and so, by the 
acceptance of Jesus’ counsel that we make 
His kingdom and its righteousness our 
chief concern, we will follow His advice, 
“So do not worry about tomorrow, for 
tomorrow will have worries of its own. 
Let each day be content with its own ills” 
(Matt. 6: 34, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.). 

It is well to remember always that to 
the extent a Christian worries, to that ex- 
tent he is failing to trust the Lord, and to 
the extent that he refuses to worry be- 
cause he trusts the Lord, to that extent 
He shows forth his faith in the promises of 
God. Yet to trust in the Lord does not 
mean the elimination of all our problems; 
it does mean, rather, that through the 
implicit faith of men and women in God 
comes the spiritual strength to meet and 
overcome every obstacle, with the added 
assurance of the fulfillment of the promise 
of ultimate victory over all economic 
uncertainties.

Brink of THE FALL oF the French government pre- 
(h aos cipitated a crisis for NATO on February 29, 
1952. As a result of this crisis the extent of 

future United States aid to Europe and the success of the 
whole North Atlantic Treaty Organization are reported 
to be facing mounting tension on both sides of the Atlantic. 
What should be of interest to prophetic students is the 
synchronization of the date, February 29, 1952, that found 
France poised on the brink of economic chaos, with 1917 
A.D., the year Jerusalem, the Holy City, was liberated from 
Gentile domination (see “Speakest Thou Unto Us or 
Even to All?”, Destiny for March 1952, pp. 83-90). 
Has a crisis been precipitated in France that has set in 
motion a train of events which will ultimately bring about 
the liberation of the Anglo-Saxon world from domination 
by Babylon, the ““Wanton City” or world economic order? 


It Is Coming PRESIDENT TRUMAN recently discounted 

the possibility of war, expressing his 
conviction that a stable peace will eventually be won. 
Winston Churchill of Great Britain declared he did not 
think war is near. Prime Minister Louis Steven St. 
Laurent of Canada, during a recent visit to Paris, also said: 


“I am convinced that I shall not see another world war in 
my lifetime and, let me add quickly, I am healthy and hope 
to live to a very ripe age.” 


Thus, these national leaders discount the possibility of 
war in the near future, declaring there is to be peace 
when there is no peace. Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain thought there would be peace when, in September 
of 1938, he flew to Germany to confer with Hitler — which 
conference led to the ““Munich Accord.” Less than a year 
later, following his declaration of “peace in our time,” 
World War II broke out. 

In his column of February 25, 1952, Bob Considine 
wrote as follows: 


_ “Richard Weil, INS bureau chief in Berlin, has an alarming 
interview with Dr. Edward Schulz, former German Communist 
leader, in the first issue of the National Association of Manufac- 
turers’ new magazine, U. S. A. 
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“Schulz recently escaped from Communist Germany and 
has been given asylum by U. S. forces in Western Germany. 
He surrendered in 1944 with Gen. Von Paulus and was a mili- 
tant force in Russia’s subsidy of tens of thousands of German 
troops and her post-war planning for Germany. U. S. forces 
consider him the most important escapee from behind the Ger- 
man section of the iron curtain. 

“Schulz says Stalin will make his move against Western Eu- 
rope this year. He doesn’t think the U. S. is ready to fight, nor 
wants a general war. ‘Stalin is ready to call your bluff,’ Schulz 
said. ‘If he is right, the hammer and sickle will be flying over 
Bonn, Belgrade, Paris and Rome within a relatively short time. 
If he is wrong, there will be a third world war, which he is 
confident of winning anyhow. He is willing to take the risk.’ 

“Our timidity in Korea has confirmed Stalin’s preconceived 
estimate of us, Schulz suggests. He gloomily doubts if we could 
expect much help from Western Europe, ‘. . . where a year and 
a half after the eruption of Korea the leaders are still complaining 
about the “burdens” of mobilization.’ ” 


Here are presented two extreme views, with leading 
statesmen stating that war is not likely and Dr. Edward 
Schulz, who brings direct information from behind the 
iron curtain as he seeks asylum in Western Germany, 
stating otherwise. In the face of such opposite views we 
turn to the prophets of the Lord and find that their verdict 
is that there is to be war during the Great and Terrible 
Day of the Lord. 

Perhaps the most astonishing thing is the blindness of 
national leaders to the fact that the conflict has already 
started, for the clash of arms of World War III com- 
menced June 25, 1950 with the beginning of the Korean 
conflict, which date is also the beginning of the Night of 
Darkness or Day of the Lord. This Great and Terrible 
Day will not terminate until August 20, 1953 and there 
will be no peace for its duration. As a matter of fact, the 
tempo of conflict is destined to increase by leaps and 
bounds during the remaining hours of the Night of Dark- 
ness. 

Zephaniah, speaking of the events of that Day, de- 
clares: 


‘That day is a day of wrath, a day of trouble and distress, a 
day of wasteness and desolation, a day of darkness and gloomi- 
ness, a day of clouds and thick darkness, a day of the trumpet 








and alarm against the fenced cities, and against the high towers. 
And I will bring distress upon men, that they shall walk like 
blind men, because they have sinned against the Lord: and their 
blood shall be poured out as dust, and theit flesh as the dung. 
Neither their silver nor their gold shall be able to deliver them 
in the day of the Lord’s wrath.” (Zeph. 1: 15-18.) 


Trouble and distress aptly describe present-day unrest, 
with violence, bloodshed, rioting and assassinations in 
many parts of the world. Wasteness and desolation mark the 
course being pursued by governments in the squandering 
of the substance of their people and the confiscation of 
property through excess taxation and inflation. Darkness 
and gloominess are much in evidence as the result of spiritual 
oppression and ecclesiastical tyranny in the world today. 

That it is a day of the trumpet and alarm completely nullifies 
the optimism of those who hope for peace. It is a day of 
clouds and thick darkness because it is the Day of God’s wrath 
and He is moving out of His place to punish the inhabitants 
of the earth. It is the day of which Joel speaks when he 
calls for the blowing of a trumpet and the sounding of an 
alarm, calling upon the inhabitants of the land to fear and 
tremble, for “the day of the Lord is great and very terrible; 
and who can abide it?” (Joel 2: 11). 

The prophets of the Lord have a great deal to say about 
this Day of the Lord, the Midnight Hour of which runs 
from January 22, 1952 to April 27, 1952, with the darkest 
part of the night just ahead of us. Our national leaders 
are walking like blind men, bungling every opportunity to 
better our position as they pull their punches and permit 
the enemy to become stronger and better prepared for that 
phase of the coming conflict that will lead to the great 
slaughter of the Day of the Lord. 

Paul Harvey succinctly presented the seriousness of the 
situation when he censored the Washington leadership that 
is actually selling our nation short. They have demoted 
the men who could have saved the situation and are con- 
tinuing to make moves that will increase the suffering 
of our people during the remaining watches of this Night 
of Darkness. Mr. Harvey said: 


“Korea: the peace talkers were idling at Panmunjom. The 
foot soldiers and armored boys threw the war into second gear 
today, especially in the west. Tanks spearheaded mobile ar- 
tillery and hammered some shallow dents in the Red line. Near 
Chorwon they neutralized 20 bunkers, hit 8 others and then 
fell back. 

“Still unconfirmed but undenied is word that we are not get- 
ting the whole truth regarding our Korean casualties. This 
past week one Senator tried to find out and got the Pentagon 
runaround; other Senators bluntly charged that our total includ- 
ing non-combat casualties is not 100,000 plus, as was announced, 
but rather 200,000. Tonight army surgeon General Armstrong 
tells how many American soldiers suffered frostbite these past 
two months — 700 of them — but he carefully avoided adding 
up the total of non-combat casualties to date. The Defense 
Department would withhold such information only on orders. 

“You see they think you can’t take it. What I mean is, they’re 
afraid you can’t take it without getting mad. 

“France is between governments again and this time one ex- 
Premier has given up, another won’t even try. Paris tonight is 
giving serious consideration to throwing in the towel in Indo- 
China. France, unable to fight on two fronts, may decide to 
concentrate on defending her position in Europe and give up 
her expensive five-year fight in Indo-China and turn that nation 
over to the Communists — which will mean that we were pre- 
occupied with a silly Berlin blockade and Russia stole China, 
and while we were preoccupied with Korea, Russia stole Tibet 
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— and Indo-China. However many there were lost in that 
seesaw stalemate along the Parallel, they were dead for nothing. 

“‘What should we do? We have sought so hard for involved 
solutions only because we’ve lost a moral perspective which once 
told Americans what was right and what was wrong, what’s 
honorable and what’s dishonorable. Former Army Secretary 
Royall told us what to do about the Berlin blockade. Blast 
your way through with tanks. Royall got fired for it. MacArthur 
told us what to do about the entrance of Red China into the 
Pacific war. He got fired for it — and this is unofficial but don’t 
bet against it — General Hoyt Vandenburg, who has the planes 
and the bombs and who knows the names and addresses of our 
real enemies, is not long for his job. 

“So Russia will continue to take all she can steal. Russia took 
Poland with Poles and Czechoslovakia with Czechs and Hungary 
with Hungarians and China with Chinese. And if the United 
States ever does get whipped, it will have been an inside job, 
brought on by the muddle-headed compromisers who scattered 
our men and resources to the wind until we were bankrupt and 
Russia could take over America with Americans!” 


Whom will you believe? Will it be the leaders who have 
dismissed the men who were right so that they might 
blunder on, or will you accept the word of the prophets 
of the Lord that this is the Day whereof the Lord has 
spoken? In removing the men who might have saved the 
situation for us, Ezekiel declares they act like jackals, 
for he says: 


“They have not mounted the breaches, nor built a wall for 
the household of Israel, that they may stand fast in battle on the 
day of the Lord.” (Ez. 13: 5, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


It is definitely chargeable to the bungling of the Wash- 
ington leadership, both in the White House and State 
Department, that we have been unable to stand before 
our enemies and secure the victory that should have been 
ours long before this had these leaders stopped interfering 
with the strategy of the commanders of our armed forces. 
Having now given the Reds the necessary breathing spell 
to rebuild their armed strength, we shall not be able to 
stand fast in the battle of this Day of the Lord. Ezekiel 
charges this responsibility to a leadership he designates as 
cowardly jackals skulking among the ruins. 


Whe Clock IT WOULD BE IMPOSSIBLE to efficiently 
carry out our activities in modern 
and Calendar times without a knowledge of the 
time of day and year. Civilized people have become so ac- 
customed to the clock and the calendar as a part of their 
daily living that they are both taken for granted and few 
people realize how essential they are to their comfort 
and orderly conduct. Even our sleep is interrupted by the 
clock that sounds the morning alarm, signalling that it is 
time to begin our daily tasks, and the calendar marks the 
days set aside when we may take a rest from our labors. 

Both the time and the date are so important to men that 
the first thing a shipwrecked sailor will undertake to do 
is to set up some sort of crude calendar so that he can keep 
track of the passing of time. Without that knowledge 
thinking in terms of time soon becomes chaotic. 

But what we find so essential in everyday life, in the 
recording of history and the keeping of records, we are 
told by many is immaterial in our study of the Divine 
plan of the ages. When one undertakes to point out that 
knowledge is available setting forth the marvelous accu- 
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racy of the Divine chronometer, Christian leaders (who 
would not think of being without a watch) become vio- 
lently agitated. Why? 

The inordinate opposition of the editors of some religious 
periodicals, Church leaders and theologians to the re- 
markable revelations God is allowing to become known 
at this time as to the timing and dating of events indicates 
that the Devil must be tremendously disturbed as he 
stirs up the minds of men to resist this information. It 
must not be overlooked that all the forces under the control 
of his satanic majesty are now marshalled to prevent the 
acceptance of the truth lest the present religious world 
and its leadership should believe and awaken to the reali- 
zation of the imminence of the coming of the Lord. An 
understanding of the times and seasons in the light of 
present world events and the new revelations of chrono- 
logical time periods would bring about this understanding. 
A Destiny reader comments: 

“With the establishment of the chronological limits of the 
Day of the Lord and the application of the time measures relating 
to it, together with the discovery of the factor of restoration, 288, 
the Mother Lode of Divine revelation was struck and treasure 
has been dug from it ever since.” 

The Christian world, which should welcome such in- 
formation, refuses to give it consideration, being circum- 
scribed by the taboos of the timid ones among them. 
They fear to follow the example of Daniel and other proph- 
ets who longed to find the answer to the question the souls 
of the martyrs asked when they cried out, “‘How long, 
O Lord?” (Rev. 6: 10.) Daniel was seeking similar under- 
standing of chronological timing when he also inquired, 
“What shall be the end of these things?” (Dan. 12: 8.) 
Church leaders today would have told Daniel that he had 
no business seeking such information, but the Angel gave 
Daniel understanding of the time periods which focus 
upon the Time of the End. But the blind leaders of the 
blind are undertaking to withhold such information from 
serious consideration and thus the information revealing 
the importance of the times and seasons in which we are 
living is unknown to many Christians. 

“In the selfsame day it came to pass” is definitely applic- 
able to the timing of events in these closing days of the 
present age. However, the great majority of people will 
continue on unaware of all this, just as the inhabitants of 
the antediluvian world were unaware of the impending 
crisis until the Flood came and overwhelmed them all. 
Had they believed Noah in that earlier day, and accepted 
the chronology of the timing of the coming of the Deluge, 
they could have escaped the disaster and destruction that 
swept away that ancient civilization. Jesus has declared 
that “‘as it was in the days of Noah, so also shall it be in 
the day of the coming of the Son of man.” 


Trinity DANIEL REFERS TO the “Abomination that 
-7 maketh desolate,” associating the number 1290 
Ton 
with it (Dan. 12: 11-12). Students of prophecy 
have undertaken from time to time to identify this Abomi- 
nation That Maketh Desolate and the variations in their 
identification in no way invalidates their findings, for 
there is at least a threefold fulfillment of this ancient 
prophecy in modern times. 
An abomination is something that is loathsome to an 
extreme degree and is therefore detestable and abhorrent. 
To desolate means to deprive of inhabitants; to ravage 
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and make wretched; to lay waste. Thus, the Abomination 
That Maketh Desolate is something detestable in the sight 
of God which physically and/or spiritually ravages and 
lays waste. 

Some have recognized the fulfillment of this prophecy 
in abortive and idolatrous ecclesiastical activities, while 
others have identified it with evil military aggression, 
especially accompanied by the strafing and bombing of 
air warfare.* It has also been associated with the subtle 
intrigue of subversive forces fulfilling the requirements of 
the Desolating Brute of Daniel’s prophecy. 

It is an interesting fact that all these views can be right, 
for there is at least a trinity of evil forces working out their 
plans in the world today, fulfilling the requirements set 
forth by Daniel which identifies them with this desolating 
power. On the ecclesiastical front the hierarchies, or 
governing bodies, of both Roman Catholicism and Mod- 
ernist Protestantism are guilty of establishing an impure 
and loathsome thing in ritual, form and ceremony that 
ravages and lays waste the spiritual power of God’s 
people. Mr. J. Bernard Nicklin (in this issue) points out 
the Abomination that exists within the fold of Roman 
Catholicism, causing spiritual desolation. 

But that desolation is not confined to the Roman 
Church alone, for a study of the tremendous inroads made 
by the doctrines of Modernism in Protestant churches, 
which have perverted the pure Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
clearly demonstrates to what extent the Abomination That 
Maketh Desolate ravages Christendom. It has deprived the 
Church of true spirituality, substituting human wisdom 
‘having a form of godliness but denying the power thereof” 
for conformity with the Divine will, thus creating an 
abomination in the sight of God. 

On the military front the character of the evil aggression 
of Germany, and now Soviet Russia, has identified the 
activities of modern dictators as also fulfilling the require- 
ments of the Abomination. The military aggression of these 
evil tyrants has certainly caused extreme desolation in 
many lands and their cruel acts have been an abomination 
in God’s sight. 

But Daniel declared that the Abomination That Maketh 
Desolate would finally establish itself in the Holy Land. 
This became an accomplished fact through subtle political 
intrigue on the part of the Zionists who succeeded in setting 
up their state in Palestine. As pointed out in Palestine: 
Center of World Intriguet: 

“Through infiltration the Communists have secured a foot- 
hold in the land of Israel. Instead of setting up a glorious reign 
of law and order, there is being established in Palestine under 
Zionism the Abomination That Maketh Desolate, for the Jews there 
are not only despising our Lord and Saviour by claiming His 
prerogatives for themselves, but they are also spearheading a 
movement of atheists and unbelievers in an endeavor to take 
over universal rule. The desolation that will follow will become 
evident to the world at large when finally Russia, allied with the 
Zionists, moves to consolidate her forces in a bid for world ruler- 
ship.” (Page 30.) 

In order to turn public attention away from this fact, 
skillfully-directed propaganda has been circulated for the 
purpose of making the world believe there is no connection 
between Communism and Zionism. In the Williams In-

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telligence Summary * for March 1952 attention is called to 
the joint work of Soviet and Israeli agents in stirring up 
hatred among the Arabs against western nations and 
peoples. The statement is then made: 


“Both Israel and the USSR obviously are using Jewish agents 
in Egypt, though you would think the Egyptians would be wary 
of them, after their war with Israel and their earlier knowledge 
that the Soviet Union itself is under Jewish direction. 

“We have reported repeatedly, from our first issue, that the 
Zionist, or Israeli, Jews are preponderantly Communist, and 
that all Communist Jews are Zionists — that both categories are 
Jewish nationalists, bent on establishing a world government 
with the powers of a dictatorship, under their influence. 

“‘Recent dispatches in the general press from the Soviet Union 
attempt to give the impression that the Kremlin now abuses 
Jews because they are Jews. Jewish newspapers on the other 
hand make it clear (on close examination) that the Kremlin only 
has begun to restrict certain pro-Jewish or Zionist activities of the 
Jews. Jews must no longer flaunt their power and privilege in 
the face of the enslaved Russian, whose loyalty will be needed 
by the Kremlin in a third world war. 

“The fact that so many Israeli (Zionist) Jews operating in 
Egypt are still pro-Communist and willing to risk their lives 
working for the Soviet Union shows the phony character of the 
reports of Soviet persecution of Jews. Those reports simply are 
for gentile consumption.” 


Again quoting from Palestine: Center of World Intrigue: 


“The Zionists are fulfilling ominous prophecies which fore- 
shadow the coming of evil, not the coming of peace. Their move 
toward Palestine is a harbinger that the Great and Terrible Day 
of the Lord is very near.” (Page 41.) 

“The Zionists’ plan in the establishment of the Israeli state 
in Palestine was to be a signal of major importance to the 
followers of our Lord that the Abomination of Desolation spoken of 
by Daniel the Prophet had taken its stand in the Holy Land.” 
(Page 53-) 

Thus, we find a trinity of aggressive evil fulfilling the 
requirements of Daniel’s prophecy, demonstrating that the 
end of the age is at hand. When the activities of these 
desolating powers reach their zenith, God will move to 
destroy them so that righteousness may be established 
upon the earth. 


Advocating THE SUFFERINGS OF war are a sorrow to 

the righteous, but even more abhorrent 
Treason. would be the victory of evil over right- 
eousness. Life itself is a continual conflict and, so long as 
there are evil men and nations in the world, there will 
be war between the forces of good and the forces of evil. 
Anyone proposing to eliminate war by refusing to oppose 
evil aggression is but playing into the hands of wicked 
men. 

Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg, President of the United Lu- 
theran Church in America, is reported as stating at a 
noonday Lenten service in the Baptist Church at Syracuse, 
New York, on Wednesday, February 27, 1952, that Chris- 
tians have it in their power to say to their government 
that they will neither fight nor train for war. He admits 
we may lose our freedom, but declares: 

“Why not lose it in one sublime venture for the cause of Christ? 
Governments may crumble. But the Kingdom of God will 
remain.”

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It is difficult to understand how anyone of intelligence 
can reason that such an attitude is the solution to the evils 
of war. Would enslavement under the cruel taskmasters 
in the Kremlin be preferable to waging war in defense 
of our freedom? How can the Kingdom of God exist when 
physical and spiritual freedom are gone? After all, it isn’t 
the Christian world that seeks war; nor is it responsible 
for the present tension throughout the world. Rather, 
this is the result of the deceptive, evil and aggressive polli- 
cies of the men in the Kremlin as they move to conquer 
and enslave mankind and subject all to their satanic will. 
These leaders of Communism have elected that there shall 
be war and the Christian world can do nothing less than 
oppose their evil program or else lose even their right to 
worship God according to the dictates of their own con- 
science. 

Dr. Dahlberg, and no one else, can find any basis in the 
Bible or in the Sermon on the Mount for the position he 
takes. Jesus Himself confirmed all the law and enjoined us 
to keep it (Matt. 5: 17-19). These laws cover the rules 
governing the needs of the government of the nation to 
actively oppose evil aggression. But the Doctor advocates 
that such instructions be disregarded, so he teaches against 
their observance — and this is an act of treason against 
the Divine administration. It might be well for him to 
ponder our Lord’s words when He said: 


*‘Whosoever therefore shall break one of these least command- 
ments, and shall teach men so, he shall be called the least in the 
kingdom of heaven.” (Matt. 5: 19.) 


As stated in Digest of the Divine Law *: 


“In no particular does Jesus Christ declare Himself against 
the laws of national defense, which must be observed by every 
true citizen of the nation when the nation’s existence is imperiled 
by the enemies of the Kingdom. The fact is, Jesus condemned 
the man who teaches against even the least of the command- 
ments of God (Matt. 5:19), and one of His commandments 
given to Moses was: “Take ye the sum of all the congregation 
of the children of Israel, after their families, by the house of their 
fathers, with the number of their names, every male by their 
polls; from twenty years old and upward, all that are able to 
go forth to war.’ (Num. 1: 2-3.) 

“‘But what did Jesus teach which has been so misconstrued by 
the pacifists as to be used by them in undertaking to influence 
men to resist their government’s demand for military service 
when the very life of the nation is at stake? An often-quoted 
passage is Jesus’ statement to Peter who, having a sword, drew 
it in aggression: ‘Put up again thy sword into his place: for all 
they that take the sword shall perish with the sword.’ 
(Matt. 26: 52.) 

“Ferrar Fenton renders this: “Return your sword into its place; 
for those who take the sword, will fall by means of the sword.’ 

‘Moffatt, in his translation, says: ‘All who draw the sword shall 
die by the sword.’ 

“We have quoted from these three versions in order to clarify 
the meaning that is obvious from the context, which shows that 
Jesus was condemning aggression only. The drawer of the sword 
is the aggressor and He has here set forth the principle that 
aggressors will go down before the sword in the hand of the 
defender, for there are two swords in this passage: one is in the 
hand of the aggressor and the other is in the hand of the de- 
fender! For anyone to quote this passage and use it for any 
other purpose than that the aggressor is to be destroyed by the 
sword of the defender will do violence to the context and com-

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Suddenly: Without Warning

of many when the subject of the Second Advent of 

Jesus Christ is under discussion. A major factor 
contributing to this is the failure to understand the order 
and purpose of events associated with His advent. 


Method of Approach 


Some teach that His coming is to be sudden and without 
warning, citing the passages of the Scriptures which refer 
to that coming as “like a thief.”” Others contend that His 
coming will be spectacular and heralded by events that 
will give unmistakable warning in advance of His return to 
earth again. Actually, both positions are perfectly correct 
when properly applied to the particular aspect of His com- 
ing to which reference is being made. It is the method of 
approach that is emphasized by such expressions as “‘like a 
thief’ and “then they shall see the Son of man coming in 
the clouds of Heaven with power and great glory.” The 
first refers to His coming “‘as the Bridegroom” and the 
second to His Triumphant Return. 


Suffering Messiah and King 


That our Lord is to come again is very clear from a 
study of both the Old and New Testaments. Yet, although 
the prophets and our Lord Himself testify to the certainty 
of such an advent, modern Christianity has so discounted 
its possibility that many Christians have lost all interest in 
the question. To even mention the subject in the presence 
of some is to meet skepticism and court ridicule, if not even 
more violent opposition. 

But why should there be such a lack of interest in a sub- 
ject that stirred the imagination of the early Christian 
Church? The knowledge that He is coming again sustained 
the martyrs and has brought hope and given peace of mind 
to millions of Spirit-filled men and women who have suf- 
fered and died under the oppression and evil of an age that 
is out of step with God and in opposition to the righteous- 
ness of His laws. 

At the time of His First Advent Jesus Christ came as a 
babe, born in a manger, and, upon coming to manhood, 
He took up the work assigned to Him, for His mission was 
to preach the Acceptable Year of the Lord. At the close of 
His ministry He suffered and died, but, having overcome 
death, at the end of three days He arose from the grave. 
He then appeared to His disciples and was seen of them for 
forty days, at the end of which time He ascended into 
Heaven, from whence He will return to complete the work 
assigned to Him when He receives His Kingdom. He will 
come this second time — not as a babe born in a manger 
— but as a triumphant Ruler, as King of kings and Lord of 
lords to take the Throne of His father David and reign 
over the House of Jacob forever, thus fulfilling Isaiah’s 
prophecy: 

“And the government shall be upon his shoulder: and his name 
shall be called Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty God, The 
everlasting Father, The Prince of Peace. Of the increase of his 
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A GREAT DEAL of confusion is in evidence in the thinking 


government and peace there shall be no end, upon the throne of 
David, and upon his kingdom, to order it, and to establish it with 
judgment and with justice from henceforth even for ever. The 
zeal of the Lord of hosts will perform this.” (Isa. 9: 6-7.) 


Just as surely as Jesus Christ came in fulfillment of the 
prophecies depicting the suffering Messiah, redeeming His 
people and providing salvation for all mankind, so too, He 
is coming again to fulfill the predicted Triumphant Return 
and to assume the authority and power He is to wield as 
the great King over His Kingdom: 


“He shall not judge after the sight of his eyes, neither :eprove 
after the hearing of his ears: But with righteousness shall he judge 
the poor, and reprove with equity for [in behalf of] the meek 
of the earth: and he shall smite the earth with the rod of his 
mouth, and with the breath of his lips shall he slay the wicked.” 
(Isa. 11: 3-4.) 


Special Event 


Jesus Himself often refers to His coming again. The 
theme of the 24th chapter of Matthew, as well as the 21st 
chapter of Luke, is His Second Advent, with reference to a 
special event preceding the Triumphant Return for which 
His followers are warned to be alert and watching. That 
His second coming is to be a literal event is clear from the 
testimony of the two men at the time of our Lord’s ascen- 
sion: 

*‘And while they looked stedfastly toward heaven as he went 
up, behold, two men stood by them in white apparel; Which also 
said, Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into heaven? 
This same Jesus, which is taken up from you into heaven, shall 
so come in like manner as ye have seen him go into heaven.” 
(Acts 1: 10-11.) 


Language could not be plainer, yet many Christians 
today do not believe this and in their disbelief they but 
confirm our Lord’s appraisal of the agnosticism that would 
be rampant when the time came for His return to earth. 
He expressed this in the question He asked: 


“Nevertheless when the Son of man cometh, shall he find [the] 
faith on the earth?” (Luke 18: 8.) 


Modernism, with its destructive teachings, has so under- 
mined the confidence of the people in the accuracy of the 
Word of the Lord that the faith of our fathers in His return 
to earth again has all but perished. 


Cause of Confusion 


Following the fall and expulsion of Adam and Eve from 
the Garden of Eden, the human race has looked forward 
to a day when there will be deliverance from sorrow, suffer- 
ing and death, the results of disobedience when our first 
parents failed to heed the Divine command. Through the 
prophets of the Lord the promise was given that a Deliv- 
erer would come and the time of that coming was also 
revealed. However, the failure to understand the two dis- 
tinct phases in that coming, first His appearing for which 
His followers were to be alert, and later the Triumphant 
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Return to rescue His Kingdom from destruction, has led 
to much confusion. The refusal on the part of the Jews to 
recognize and accept Him at His First Advent was the 
result of their failure to accept Isaiah’s prediction that in 
His first coming He was to fulfill the requirements of the 
suffering Messiah: 

“‘He is despised and rejected of men; a man of sorrows, and ac- 
quainted with grief: and we hid as it were our faces from him; he 
was despised, and we esteemed him not. Surely he hath borne our 
grieis, and carried our sorrows: yet we did esteem him stricken, 
smitten of God, and afflicted. But he was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him; and with his stripes we are healed.” 
(Isa. 53: 3-5-) 


The Coming King 


But many prophecies also declared He will come as a 
King to rule, of which the following from Daniel is typical: 


“I saw in the night visions, and, behold, one like the Son of 
man came with the clouds of heaven, and came to the Ancient of 
days, and they brought him near before him. And there was given 
him dominion, and glory, and a kingdom, that all people, na- 
tions, and languages, should serve him: his dominion is an ever- 
lasting dominion, which shall not pass away, and his kingdom 
that which shall not be destroyed.” (Dan. 7: 13-14.) 


In the light of this and similar prophecies the Jews 
brushed aside all references to the suffering Messiah and 
looked for His coming with the expectation that He would 
take over the Throne of David and triumph over all their 
enemies, especially Rome. They failed completely to re- 
alize, however, that only through His suffering and death 
would He be able to triumph over the greatest of all ene- 
mies, death itself. 


Redemption of the Body 


By the victory of Jesus Christ over death He is able to 
give to all those who will comply with the requirements of 
salvation through Him as their Saviour the gift of everlast- 
ing life which Adam and Eve lost through disobedience 
and sin. But He is able to do much more than this, for 
salvation itself is but a step toward that greater goal — 
immortality — which will be brought about through the 
redemption of the body, as Paul says: 


“For I consider what we suffer now not to be compared with 
the glory that is to burst upon us. For creation is waiting with 
eager longing for the sons of God to be disclosed. For it was not 
the fault of creation that it was frustrated; it was by the will of 
him who condemned it to that, and in the hope that creation it- 
self would be set free from its bondage to decay, and have the 
glorious freedom of the children of God. We know that all crea- 
tion has been groaning in agony together until now. More than 
that, we ourselves, though we have in the Spirit a foretaste of the 
future, groan to ourselves as we wait to be declared God’s sons, 
through the redemption of our bodies. It was in this hope that 
we were saved. But a hope that can be seen is not a hope, for who 
hopes for what he sees? But when we hope for something that we 
do not see, we wait persistently for it. 

“In the same way the Spirit helps us in our weakness, for we do 
not know how to pray as we should, but the Spirit itself pleads for 
us with inexpressible yearnings, and he who searches our hearts 
knows what the Spirit means, for it pleads for God’s people in 
accordance with his will. We know that in everything God works 
with those who love him, whom he has called in accordance with 
his purpose, to bring about what is good. For those whom he 
had marked out from the first he predestined to be made like his 
Son, so that he should be the eldest of many brothers; and those 
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whom he has predestined he calls, and those whom he calls he 
makes upright, and those whom he makes upright he glorifies.” 
(Rom. 8: 18-30, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


Salvation and Redemption 


It is a well-established fact that Jesus not only wrought 
salvation for all mankind by His sacrifice, but that He also 
died so that His people of the House of Israel might be re- 
deemed as a nation from the curse of the law. Knowing 
that this would be accomplished by His death on the cross, 
both John the Baptist and Jesus proclaimed the Kingdom 
of Heaven to be at hand. The full restoration of His King- 
dom — the Kingdom of God on earth — would neverthe- 
less be a hidden process unfolding by successive develop- 
ment throughout the Christian Dispensation, to be re- 
vealed at its close as an accomplished fact. 


Levitical Priesthood 


Through Jeremiah the Prophet the promise was made 
that David shall never lack a man to sit upon the throne of 
the House of Israel, and it was specified further: 


“Neither shall the priests the Levites want a man before me to 
offer burnt offerings, and to kindle meat offerings, and to do 
sacrifice continually.” (Jer. 33: 18.) 


This Levitical Order of Priesthood is not the Aaronic 
Order that carried out the Temple services. Rather, the 
Levitical Priesthood gave sacrificial service in the work of 
administering the affairs of His Kingdom. Men of this 
Order were the tax collectors, judges, lawyers, educators, 


physicians, etc. This order of service was to be continuous, 
so God said: 


“If ye can break my covenant of the day, and my covenant of 
the night, and that there should not be day and night in their 
season; Then may also my covenant be broken with David my 
servant, that he should not have a son to reign upon his throne; 
and with the Levites the priests, my ministers. As the host of 
heaven cannot be numbered, neither the sand of the sea meas- 
ured: so will I multiply the seed of David my servant, and the 
Levites that minister unto me.” (Jer. 33: 20-22.) 


Administrators in the Kingdom 


When David’s greater Son, Jesus Christ, returns to take 
the Throne of His father David He will bring with Him 
His ministers after the order of the sacrificial administra- 
tion furnished by the Levitical Order of Priesthood. ‘Thus, 
His Triumphant Return cannot become an actuality 
until this priestly order of those who are to officiate in His 
Kingdom as its administrators is completed. 


The 144,000 


During the Christian Dispensation the Holy Spirit has 
been selecting and refining individuals who are to be en- 
trusted with the work of administration in His Kingdom. 
Thus John could say in Revelation: 


‘And hath made us kings and priests unto God and his Father; 
to him be glory and dominion for ever and ever. Amen.” (Rev. 
1: 6.) 

This is the group to which John refers when He speaks 
of the 144,000: 

‘And I looked, and, lo, a Lamb stood on the mount Sion, and 
with him an hundred forty and four thousand.” (Rev. 14: 1.) 

The very fact that these were standing with Him on 
Mount Zion clearly indicates that they constitute the 


DESTINY 














members of His government, for Zion is the government 
of Israel; that is, His Kingdom. In Revelation 2: 17 John 
states that they will receive a new name; that is, a title 
designating their position and authority in the Kingdom. 


The Marriage Supper 


It is natural to ask when this group will be officially 
complete. It is a specially selected group of individuals 
who qualify as overcomers and receive an invitation to 
what in the Scriptures is called “the Marriage Supper.” 


“Blessed are they which are called unto the marriage supper of 
the Lamb. And he saith unto me, These are the true sayings of 
God.” (Rev. 19: 9.) 


Those who are present at this glorious festival will 
comprise the Levitical Order of administrators who will 
be inducted into office at that time in preparation for the 
assignment of their respective duties in His Kingdom. 
The King must bring with Him those who are to carry 
out His instructions, for the Occupant of the Throne of 
David must have the support of the Levitical Priesthood 
in the administration of the affairs of the Kingdom. It 
will not be until the Marriage Supper becomes an actuality 
that the organization of this branch of His government 
will be completed. 


Union With Christ Jesus 


Throughout the ages men and women have been 
qualifying for positions of authority in His Kingdom. 
Righteous men and women of old, along with the over- 
comers of the Christian Dispensation, are assured of a 
place in His government, for, having been faithful and 
true, they are to inherit; that is, occupy places of author- 
ity, in His Kingdom. Again it is Paul who tells us how they 
qualify: 

“So there is no condemnation any more for those who are in 
union with Christ Jesus. For the life-giving law of the Spirit 
through Christ Jesus has freed you from the Law of sin and death. 
For though it was impossible for the Law to do it, hampered as it 
was by our physical limitations, God, by sending his own Son in 
our sinful physical form, as a sin-offering put his condemnation 
upon sin through his physical nature, so that the requirement of 
the Law might be fully met in our case, since we live not on the 
physical but on the spiritual plane. 

“People who are controlled by the physical think of what is 
physical, and people who are controlled by the spiritual think of 
what is spiritual. For to be physically minded means death, but 
to be spiritually minded means life and peace. For to be physi- 
cally minded means hostility to God, for it refuses to obey God’s 
law, indeed it cannot obey it. Those who are physical cannot 
please God. But you are not physical but spiritual, if God’s 
Spirit has really taken possession of you; for unless a man has 
Christ’s spirit, he does not belong to Christ. But if Christ is in 
your hearts, though your bodies are dead in consequence of sin, 
your spirits have life [eternal] in consequence of uprightness. If 
the Spirit of him who raised Jesus from the dead has taken pos- 
session of you, he who raised Christ Jesus from the dead will also 
give your mortal bodies life [immortal] through his Spirit that 
has taken possession of you. 

“So, brothers, we are under obligations, but not to the physical 
nature, to live under its control, for if you live under the control 
of the physical you will die, but if, by means of the Spirit, you 
put the body’s doings to death, you will live. For all who are 
guided by God’s Spirit are God’s sons. It is not a consciousness 
of servitude that has been imparted to you, to fill you with fear 
again, but the consciousness of adoption as sons, which makes us 
cry, ‘Abba!’, that is, Father. The Spirit itself testifies with our 
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spirits that we are God’s children, and if children, heirs also; 
heirs of God, and fellow-heirs with Christ, if we really share his 
sufferings in order to share his glory too.” (Rom. 8: 1-17, Smith @ 
Goodspeed Trans.) 


An Encouraging Truth 


When it is recognized that the Marriage Supper of the 
Lamb precedes the Triumphant Return of our Lord as 
King, then the approach like a thief, which describes the 
coming as the Bridegroom, will be better understood. 
Furthermore, it resolves all the confusion that formerly 
existed in the minds of those who failed to recognize these 
two aspects of the coming: one the appearing as the Bride- 
groom and the other the return as King to take the Throne 
of His father David and reign over the House of Jacob 
forever. That the dead who have qualified are to be raised 
to take their place with the living at that time is clear from 
Paul’s statement: 


“For we can assure you, on the Lord’s own authority, that 
those of us who will still be living when the Lord comes will have 
no advantage over those who have fallen asleep. For the Lord 
himself, at the summons, when the archangel calls and God’s 
trumpet sounds, will come down from heaven, and first those 
who died in union with Christ will rise; then those of us who are 
still living will be caught up with them on clouds into the air 
to meet the Lord, and so we shall be with the Lord forever. 
Therefore, encourage one another with this truth.” (I Thess. 
4: 15-18, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


Coming As a Thief 


That this is not a description of the Triumphant Return 
is clear from the context. Instead, this account depicts the 
sudden unheralded appearing of our Lord, whose un- 
expected presence is made known to His followers when 
the cry goes out in the middle of the night, “Behold, the 
bridegroom cometh; go ye out to meet him!” 

Paul definitely associates the summons, when the 
archangel calls and God’s trumpet sounds, and the dead 
and the living in union with Christ rise to meet the Lord, 
with the “Day of the Lord,” declaring that His appearing 
at that time will be like the coming of a thief in the night. 
But he also said His coming would not be a surprise to 
His followers, the Spirit-filled men and women who are 
watchful and living in a spirit of alertness. 


Important Signs 


Paul gives us some interesting instructions which in- 
clude certain event signs that indicate when the coming 
of the Lord as a thief is due. He said: 


“As to the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, brothers, and our 
assembling to meet him, we beg you not to let your minds be 
too easily unsettled or wrought up, by any message of the Spirit 
or any utterance or letter purporting to be from me, to the effect 
that the Day of the Lord has already come. You must not let 
anyone deceive you at all.” (II Thess. 2: 1-3, Smith & Goodspeed 
Trans.) 


MyStery, Babylon the Great 


Paul was well aware that the Day of the Lord could not 
come until certain events had transpired. Today we realize 
that Day is the Night of Darkness bringing the Consumma- 
tion of the Age to its close. But let us also take note of the 


‘ two major event signs Paul gave as forerunners of that Day: 


“For that is not until the rebellion takes place and the embodi- 
ment of disobedience makes his appearance — he who is doomed 
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to destruction, the adversary of every being that is called a god 
or an object of worship, and so overbearing toward them as to 
enter God’s sanctuary and take his seat there, proclaiming him- 
self to be God —do you not remember that when I was with 
you, I used to tell you this?” (II Thess. 2: 3-5, Smith & Good- 


speed Trans.) 


Evidently, when Paul was present with them, he told 
them who was holding back the revealing of this power, 
for he said: 


“So now you know what it is that is holding him back from 
making his appearance before the appointed time arrives. For 
disobedience is already secretly at work, but only until he who 
is now holding it in check is gotten out of the way. Then the em- 
bodiment of disobedience will make his appearance, and the 
Lord Jesus will destroy him with the breath of his mouth and 
annihilate him by his appearance and arrival.” (II Thess. 2: 6-8, 
Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


Referring to “Mystery, Babylon the Great” in Study in 
Revelation, the following reference is made to Paul’s de- 
scription as given above: 

“Paul’s ‘Mystery of Iniquity,’ as described in II Thess. 2: 7, 
has its fulfillment in this Mystery. Paul declared that it was be- 
ginning to work even in his day. Ferrar Fenton translates this 
passage, ‘For the mystery of that lawlessness already operates; 
only the Restrainer [Imperial Rome] intervenes for a time: until 
he is removed; and then the outlaw will become manifest [Papal 
Rome came to power with the fall of Imperial Rome], whom the 
Lord will destroy by the spirit of His mouth, and extinguish by 
the manifestation of His presence.’ The description by Paul of 
this lawless one and the record of John as to the activity of the 
Papacy definitely indicate they are one and the same.” (Study 
in Revelation,* pp. 258-259.) 

It is well to note carefully that the destruction of this 
ecclesiastical system is accomplished by the manifestation 
of His presence and not as the result of His Triumphant 
Return. This clearly indicates that the spiritual repercus- 
sions following the appearing as the Bridegroom will so 
affect the Christian world that Catholics and Protestants 
alike will turn from the doctrinal errors of the Church and 
embrace the teaching of the Word of God in its purity. 
The ultimate result will be that every form of false ecclesi- 
asticism will be completely destroyed. 


Another Satanic Power 


But apart from the rise of false ecclesiastical systems 
Paul refers to the appearance of a power that is Satanic in 
origin and deceptive to the extreme, but to which many 
will give support. He pointed out: 


‘The other’s appearance, by the contrivance of Satan, will be 
full of power and pretended signs and wonders, and full of 
wicked deception for men who are going to destruction, because 
they refused to love the truth and be saved. This is why God 
sends upon them a misleading influence, to make them believe 
what is false, so that all who have refused to believe the truth 
but have preferred disobedience may be condemned.” (II 
Thess. 2: 9-12, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


Who is this “other” of whom Paul is speaking, who is 
Satanic in origin, deceiving the people and in opposition 
to God and the truth but pretending to work miracles? 
The first is a mystery, but this other is a delusion. Its chief 
characteristic was to be that it would be “‘full of wicked 
deception” and it is universally recognized that this is the 
hallmark of the ideology of Communism which is leading

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many astray because they will not believe the truth. In 
this we see the fulfillment of the statement: ! 


“And for this cause God shall send them strong delusion, that 
they should believe a lie.” (II Thess. 2: 11.) 


This is “because they received not the love of the truth, 
that they might be saved” (II Thess. 2: 10). This move- 
ment, with its evil propaganda; is certainly the embodi- 
ment of the doctrines of devils. It propagates falsehood in 
laying claim to be for peace while all the time it stirs up 
trouble, spreads terror and brings about bloodshed where- 
ever possible. Its watchword is chaos. 


A MyStery and a Delusion 


Mystery, Babylon the Great has been active for many years; 
in fact, since the fall of Imperial Rome (see Study in Revela- 
tion), but until the evil adversary Bolshevism made its ap- 
pearance, the double sign had not been given indicating 
that the Day of the Lord is at hand. But now the event 
signs have been made manifest and we know the Day of 
the Lord — which Paul stated could not come until both 
of these events became actualities — has now come. The 
final signal, and a forerunner of the coming of the Great 
and Terrible Day of the Lord itself, was given when the 
Zionists established themselves in Palestine by force and 
through violence. * Two years later the Night of Darkness 
of the Day of the Lord began with the irruption of the 
Heathen hordes in Asia when the Korean War commenced 
on June 25, 1950. 


Blessed Are They 


It is a solemn and sobering thought that we have already 
entered the night in the middle of which the cry will be 
raised that will awaken those called virgins in the Parable 
of the Wise and Foolish Virgins (Matt. 25: 1-13) and 
cause those who are wise to prepare to meet the coming 
of the Lord. All this being true, it behooves everyone whose 
trust is in the Lord to be alert and ready, for suddenly and 
without warning the Bridegroom will come. Then those 
who are ready will go in with Him to the Marriage Supper. 
Later they will return with Him when He comes as King 
of kings and Lord of lords to assume His sovereign au- 
thority and rule in the Kingdom. 

Then will be revealed to all the world those who served 
God and those who served Him not. No wonder John de- 
clared that they are blessed who are invited to go in with 
the Bridegroom to the Supper, for they are to reign with 
the Lord during the coming glorious New Order of the 
Ages.

The Climax Approaches 


UR ACCOUNT Of 34 years observation of the mystical 
“timing” of world events broke off where we 
noticed that the week World War II ended, 

August 14-21, 1945, had been exactly 9 times 1260 days 
from that commencing World War I, July 28—-August 4, 
1914. 

The multiple “nine” being an incomplete number, we 
felt that the roth cycle of 1260 days would bring an event 
of major importance, and this proved the case, for the week 
it expired saw the new Jewish State in Palestine recognized 
— de facto by Britain and de jure by America.* Actually 
this important week fell January 25-February 1, 1949:

To appreciate the significance of these two events we 
should turn to Christ’s Olivet prophecy (Matt. 24: 3-35). 
Here, two signs given by our Lord are of great importance 
to our study. The first, a world war — “‘nation shall rise 
against nation, and kingdom against kingdom” (vv. 7, 8) 
— would mark the commencement of this closing epoch of 
“sorrows” (lit. “‘travail”’); the second, the coming into 
leaf of “‘the fig tree,” would indicate the climax to be near, 
“even at the doors” (vv. 32, 33). The “fig tree”’ is the sym- 
bol, of course, of the Jews as a nation. 

Our Lord likened the Jewish nation of His day to a 
barren Fig Tree (Luke 13: 6—7), which, in an acted parable 
at the close of His Ministry, He depicted as accursed and 
withered (Matt. 21: 18-20), and under this age-long 
curse it would remain throughout the Dispensation until, 
during a “generation” commencing with a world war, 
leaves would again appear. The “fig tree”’ would revive. 

The back-to-Palestine movement on the part of the 
Jews of recent years culminated when, having become 
established there as a state, they were formally recognized 
as such by Britain and the United States. It signified that 
the Fig Tree had burst into full leaf and therefore that the 
Kingdom of God is “nigh at hand” (Luke 21: 31).

In his book, The Approaching End of the Age,* published 
in 1878, Grattan Guinness wrote: 


“When the nations of Europe . . . shall conspire to reinstate 
the Jews in the land of their forefathers, then the last warning bell 
will have rung . . . then the second advent of Israel’s rejected 
Messiah . . . will be close at hand.” (7th edn., p. 474.) 


But students maintain that the day-periods, 1260, 1290 
and 1335, of Daniel 12 (which, in preceding articles we 
have seen operating as multiple periods) are at the end to 
receive a final literal fulfillment; when, from some im- 
portant datum, they will run out on events leading to the 
Consummation. If that datum should happen to have 
been the week, January 25-February 1, 1949, then these 
periods will expire as follows:

Before proceeding to consider the above terminal 
datings (1), (2) and (3), we need to glance at another 
recent event of especial import, wz.: the proclamation of 
the new Papal Dogma. 


New Papal Dogma 


This Dogma of the bodily assumption into heaven of 
the virgin Mary was promulgated by the Pope on Novem- 
ber 1, 1950, and when so doing he is reported to have said, 
“The moment appointed by the Providence of God has 
arrived.” The unusual prominence accorded this event 
in the day-periods suggests that it certainly had. 

Void of all Scriptural foundation, and being based upon 
doubtful tradition, the truth of this Dogma rests upon the 
word of the Pope, the doctrine of Papal Infallibility, the 
Decree relating to which was proclaimed July 18, 1870. 
Singularly enough, this date fell 12 x 1335 plus 1290 days 
prior to Jerusalem’s surrender, December 9, 1917: the 
latter date, as already shown in Part II of this series, f 
having been 7% x 1335 days prior to V-E Day, when war 
in Europe ended, May 8, 1945; and this again 1% x 1395 
days prior to November 1, 1950.

Within three months of the Infallibility Decree being 
proclaimed in 1870 a very significant thing happened. 
Italian troops entered the Papal States, the Temporal 
Power fell and Rome was declared the capital of Italy. 
The Times summary for 1870 says: 


““A change which would once have convulsed the world has 
failed to distract attention from the more absorbing spectacle of 
the Franco-German War. Within the same year the Papacy has 
assumed the highest spiritual exaltation to which it could aspire, 
and lost the temporal sovereignty which it had held for a thou- 
sand years.” 


The Papal-Italian Agreement between Mussolini and 
the Vatican on February 9-11, 1929, however, gave 
back to the Pope his temporal power, restored Canon 
Law throughout Italy and made over an indemnity of 
£8,152,000 in cash, and £10,869,000 in Italian State 
Bonds bearing 5 per cent interest. Of this restoration the 
Pope declared at the time, “It is one of the most important 
achievements in history, and will have incalculable 
consequences.” 

No wonder this date was also strongly marked. It oc- 
curred 4 x 1335 days from the Assassination of the Arch- 
duke; 6 x 666 days from Russia’s exit from World War I; 
while February 9-16, 1929 fell 2300 days from the week 
of the Fascist coup when Mussolini became Dictator:

The date of signing, February 11th, as usual, fell 2 days 
after the expiration of periods. 

Soon after the proclamation of the New Dogma we 
noticed that the date had fallen 1260 plus 5 x 1335 days 
from this 1929 Papal-Italian Agreement. Or, for the benefit 
of Great Pyramid students, we might say 1260 days ended 
the mid-date of the Last Low Passage, July 23, 1932, 
while 5 x 1335 days from thence ended November 1, 1950.

But another more ominous connection was observed. 
A chain of 1290 days also had expired November 1, 1950. 
For, from the opening of the Peace Conference, January 
18, 1919, 4 x 1290 days had ended on the day Hitler be- 
came Dictator; a further 1290 days on September 15-16, 
1936, the Great Pyramid date which marks the entrance 
into the King’s Chamber — the “Hall of the Judgment 
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of the Nations” — while, from that again, 4 x 1290 days 
had ended November 1, 1950.

Why two such opposite periods as 1335 and 1290 
(representing ‘“‘blessing’’ and “desolation”) should be 
associated with the Roman Church we could not for.a 
long time understand, until we considered the prophecy 
in Revelation 17 and 18 relating to Babylon the Great. 


Babylon the Great 


Here, allegorically portrayed, is modern civilization 
in all its aspects — political, economic and religious — the 
“‘Woman,”’ the central figure in the prophecy, representing 
apostate Christendom, based upon Rome. 

The city of the seven hills (17: 9, 18) “‘where the 
woman sitteth,” as Roman Catholics have admitted, is 
Rome. As her power and influence would extend to “all 
nations” (18: 3), she stands for a Catholic system. A Papal 
medal, struck in 1825, depicts her as a woman holding a 
cup (17: 4). Her adornments — “scarlet, pearls, gold and 
precious stones” (17: 4) — are those of the Papal robes. 
“Drunken with the blood of saints and martyrs of Jesus” 
(17: 6), characterizes her, as history affirms, a persecuting 
power. She would dominate kings and kingdoms (17: 12), 
which would at last hate and rob her (17: 16), and such a 
process of despoilment occurred between the time of the 
French Revolution and the loss of temporal power in 1870. 
But before her final downfall a remarkable revival would 
take place, when she would say, “I sit a queen, and am no 
widow, and shall see no sorrow” (18: 7). And, as already 
observed, such a renascence was witnessed at the conclu- 
sion of the Papal-Italian Agreement in February 1929. 

The “Woman” is also represented as a harlot (17: 4, 5), 
a term in Scripture which signifies idolatry. The late 
Bishop Christopher Wordsworth said: 


“If the Roman Church gives to other beings any of the wor- 
ship which is due to Christ alone (and surely she ascribes to 
the Blessed Virgin almost equal honor as to Christ) then this 
name (harlot) is applicable to the Roman Church.” 


In the New Dogma, and all that it implies, the term has 
become even more relevant. 

“Blasphemy,” the assumption of that which is Divine, 
likewise would be a characteristic of the “Woman” (17: 3). 
And has not this been typical of Papal utterances and 
actions? Popes have arrogated to themselves all the offices 
and titles of Christ, the power to give indulgences, and to 
issue anathemas; and an outstanding example of such 
blasphemy was the decree of Papal Infallibility pro- 
nounced July 18, 1870. 

Of particular importance to our subject is the ““Wom- 
an’s”’ title, ““Mother of Abominations” (17: 5). Consider 
what happens when a new Pope is elected. He is led to 
the Altar; there he kneels and prays before it as the seat 
of God; then, rising, he is lifted up by the Cardinals and 
placed upon the Altar, to sit there, while they kiss his 
feet, hands and face — a ceremony called the “‘Adoration.” 

Paul predicted the coming of a “man of sin” who would

“exalt himself above all that is called God... and, 
sitting in the temple of God, would shew himself as God”’ 
(II Thess. 2: 4). 


Abomination of Desolation 
Again, to quote Bishop Wordsworth: 


“By placing the Pontiff to be adored, like the Most High, in 
God’s presence, on God’s Altar, in God’s Church at Rome, St. 
Peter’s — as Antiochus Epiphanes placed an idol to be adored 
in the Temple at Jerusalem — does she not make the Pope of 
Rome to be... the Abomination of desolation spoken of by 
Daniel the prophet, and our Blessed Lord Himself?” 


Now the time-mark for this “Abomination” is, of 
course, 1290 days (Dan. 12: 11). What, then, is to be the 
end of the ““Woman’’? She is to be totally and irrevocably 
destroyed by “‘fire”’ (18: 8). 

Later in his vision John describes how he saw “‘a mighty 
angel take up a stone like unto a great millstone, and 
cast it into the sea, saying, Thus with violence shall that 
great city Babylon be thrown down, and shall be found 
no more at all’? (18: 21). In the Old Testament ancient 
Babylon is the type of this greater “Babylon” of the end. 
As the overthrow of the former was followed by the setting 
free and restoration of God’s people, and the rebuilding 
of Jerusalem, thus it will be again when modern “Baby- 
lon”’ falls. Its desolation will mean blessing for true Israel, 
and for Jerusalem which, when rebuilt, is to become the 
center of God’s Kingdom on earth. 

The prophetic tale of these two cities, ““Mystery Baby- 
lon” — Rome — and Jerusalem, has thus far unfolded 
on major events which are most significantly linked by 
periods, and multiple periods, on 1290 and 1335 days: 
1290, pointing to desolation for the one; 1335, to blessing 
and glory for the other. 


A Generation 


How long will this closing epoch last? Christ gave the 
answer to the question. “This generation shall not pass 
away, till all be fulfilled’? (Luke 21: 32). As the Greek 
word for “generation” elsewhere in the New Testament 
(Heb. 3: 9-10) represents forty years, measuring from the 
commencement of World War I, when nation rose against 
nation and kingdom against kingdom (Matt. 24: 7), the 
end of this closing epoch of travail should be 1954, or at 
very latest 1957, forty years from Jerusalem’s deliverance. 
But as the days of tribulation are to be shortened “for the 
elect’s sake” (Matt. 24: 22), it may come even earlier 
than 1954. 

Concerning this forty-year period, a remarkable fact is 
noticeable. When expressed in days it represents exactly 
10 X 1335 plus 1260 days.

It should also be observed that, from the first fatal shot 
in World War I, a period of forty years is exactly defined 
by 1260 and 1335 day-periods and events, as the following 
skeleton graph goes to show.

What Lies Ahead? 


We turn now to the three important forward datings, 
July 8-15, August 7-15, September 21-28, 1952, reference 
to which was made earlier in this article. Respectively, 
they will fall 1260, 1290 and 1335 days from the week 
America and Britain recognized the new Jewish state in 
Palestine. 

1) July &15, 1952 is a terminal also of three major 
periods: 11 x 1260 days from the commencement of hos- 
tilities in World War I; 4 x 1260 days from the Munich 
Crisis; and 2 x 1260 days from the end of hostilities in 
World War IT.

HE MAIN IDEA of education in the 
"] “Sovie Union is the creation of a 

new, commuunistic generation, 
because even the Soviet Union cannot 
depend forever on terror. This new 
generation would accept every crime, 
not even knowing it to be such, be 
ready to follow orders at any time like 
robots provided with technical skill 
and, having a queer outlook on life, 
be ready to be useful instruments for 
the Soviet system. The Soviets feel it 
is essential to blot out each inde- 
pendent judgment and each sound 
criticism. All criticism is forbidden — 
even of the hated capitalism because 
everything which has to be said is al- 
ready said by Marx, Lenin and Stalin. 
These opinions are officially pro- 
claimed to be the pure truth and any 
conflicting personal thoughts are con- 
sidered to be a revolt against the Su- 
preme Power. Because children are 
coached in the dogmatic formula at a 
very early age, and because communis- 
tic habits have been forced upon them, 
the young people really grow up as the 
Party wants them to grow up. 

One of their most popular slogans is: 
*“We will build a new world with the 
help of the youth.” Consequently, all 
who remember the old times must die 
or be forced to forget. Then, when the 
memories have been erased from all 
hearts and brains, the vision of the new 
paradise will be printed in the minds 
of the young in bright letters. 

All educational facilities have been 
directed toward this task: elementary 
schools, trade schools, intermediate 
schools, universities and academies 
train the youth in the communistic 
ideology, Stalin’s biography, the Par- 
ty’s history and hate against the 
Western countries. Youth organiza- 
tions — the official one is “Red Pio- 
neers” — train boysand girlsin military 
sciences and practice and in espionage 
work. It must be remarked that no 
children of bourgeois parents are al- 
lowed to attend the middle and higher 
schools. 

Special attention is given to atheism. 
Not only must each teacher stress 
anti-religious topics, but there are also 
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special atheistic schools which prepare 
teachers for this important task. Chil- 
dren are taught there is no God even 
in nursery schools, though by different 
methods. For instance, in 1941 in 
Latvia, a teacher in a Kindergarten 
asked the youngsters if they would like 
to have some candies. Of course, the 
children wanted to have some candies. 
“Then say a prayer; maybe God will 
give you some,” proposed the teacher. 
The children said the prayer but no 
candy appeared. Then the teacher 
asked them to direct a prayer to Stalin 
and immediately the door opened and 
many sweets were brought in. 

To shut off any possibilities of re- 
ligious influence, a decree has been 
issued which forbids youths to attend 
church services until they are eighteen 
years of age. This decree is based upon 
the affirmation that young people by 
themselves are not able to distinguish 
good from evil. 

To destroy the influence of the fam- 
ily is another noteworthy task which 
the Party has to perform. As the 
family is considered to be one of the 
old world’s establishments, the Com- 
munists try to destroy this as thoroughly 
as all the other old establishments, 
institutions, customs and ideas. 

Divorces were made so easy that it 
was enough if one of the spouses noti- 
fied the next police station that he did 
not want to continue the marriage any 
longer. By this method the divorce was 
made legal; the partner was notified 
afterward but it was not necessary to 
tell him (or her) about the expected 
change of the marital status before- 
hand. But in time this freedom resulted 
in an unexpected problem which even 
the government of Soviet Russia could 
not handle. Namely, a whole army of 
homeless children grew up, never 
knowing the warmth of a family life, 
never attached to a steady home. These 
lost children formed gangs and, look- 
ing for food, terrorized suburbs and 
villages. The number grew constantly 
and reached such an extent that the 
Soviet Union was forced to stop the 
peril of these bezprizornij, translated 
“the shelterless ones.”” No other way 


was found than to cancel the easy 
laws for divorces and to try to reestab- 
lish the cast-away family life. 

However, it must be said, this was 
only for the purpose of securing shel- 
ter, food and clothing for the children. 
The mental development and educa- 
tion is still considered to be the pure 
concern of the State. Love between 
parents and children is not encouraged 
because a loyal Soviet citizen must be 
free from all sentimental feelings. 
Otherwise, it is said he will not be 
able to serve the communistic idea 
unrestricted and with full impartiality. 

Very typical of this State’s educa- 
tional system is the popular glorifying 
of Pavlik Morosov. This boy is made 
the example for all the youth in Soviet 
Russia. Children have to learn his 
biography by heart, teachers persuade 
the students to follow his path, youth 
institutions are named after him. In 
short, he is officially recognized as the 
ideal Communist boy. 

What heroic deed did this famous 
Pavlik Morosov perform? He betrayed 
and brought up for Cheka trial his own 
parents, small farmers, who had criti- 
cized at their home the collectivization 
of farmland. The parents after arrest 
disappeared without any trace and 
the upset village folks killed the traitor. 
Stalin himself ordered that monuments 
and statues in his honor be built all 
over the country. 

The results of the Communists’ edu- 
cational system were recently shown 
at Harvard. Dr. R. Bauer, together 
with twenty-five professors from Co- 
lumbia, Princeton and Harvard, inter- 
viewed refugees who left Russia after 
August 1950. The 3000 questionnaires 
and 850 detailed hearings show that 
the young people of Russia have lost 
the ability to handle terms and facts 
by themselves. 

The Party is very conscious of the 
gigantic task of bringing up future 
Communists and no means are spared 
to do everything possible to train the 
youth in the proper ideology. It is a 
pity that the people in other countries 
do not pay enough attention to this 
growing danger to civilization and 
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peace. They seem to think that Russia 

sa very far-away country and that the 
danger to them is also far away. But 
a seriously and systematically re-edu- 
cated generation, which is ready to 
destroy and murder if their leaders 
want them to, will in ten years give 
the world 800 million fanatics. Then 
the distances which seem so very great 
now will not be great any more. The 
free world is practically without de- 
fense. Military forces will not be able 
to defeat the masses full of hatred and 
the desire to enslave the whole world 
if not accompanied by an ideological 
fight. The free peoples should be pre- 
pared against Communism at least as 
well as the Communists are prepared 
against them. 

The described material and mental 
conditions which are almost less than 
human must not only be endured in 
silence, but it is requested that the 
people join processions and sing 
“Halleluja” to their oppressors. It is 
hard to understand that the people 
do not revolt, but they simply cannot: 
they must keep quiet and work because 
of the terror. Everyone knows the 
meaning of Cheka and Siberia through 
many years of bitter experience and, 
as people keep disappearing every 
night, the population has become 
gloomily silent. It is a well-known 
fact that there are only a few families 
in the Soviet Union with no member 
sentenced either to jail or a labor 
camp from whence almost nobody 
returns. No wonder the people are 
frightened. 

Historians, according to what Rus- 
sian Courts and Cheka testify, will 
record that from 1917-1922 between 
8-12 million people have been sen- 
tenced to death and killed. The figure 
grew in the period of the collectiviza- 
tion of landed property (1929-1932) 
and since 1940 it grows constantly. A 
very convincing evidence of the mass 
murders in Soviet Russia was once 
given by Stalin himself as he talked to 
Lady Astor who was granted an inter- 
view. During the conversation she 
quite unexpectedly asked: “‘How long 
will you go on murdering people?” 
Automatically Stalin said: “‘As long as 
it will be necessary!” 

According to their ideology the 
Communists divide the whole world 
in two parts: ““We and the others.” 
The “others” include all non-Party 
members and are divided into two 
semi-parts: a) direct enemies and 5) 
subordinate enemies. It is understood 
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that direct enemies, who must be 
destroyed and killed, are all leading 
men and women in any responsible 
position in all nations. The subordi- 
nate — the rest of the non-Party mem- 
bers who do not offer much hope of 
becoming Communists — must be held 
under a permanent terror. The 15th 
Party Congress frankly declared that 
the well-to-do should be annihilated 
and the average citizens, the middle 
classes, proletarized. (The Party’s 
idea of “‘middle classes” comprise all 
those who do not fight with active 
Communists and believe that they are 
able to think for themselves.) 

The terror is divided into two types 
also. The individual terror is directed 
to certain persons and the mass terror 
is directed to a whole social class, 
group or nation. The mass terror is 
not used for punishment but for 
annihilation of an unwelcome group, 
or to bring wide masses into such a 
state of fear that no thought of an 
overthrow could be raised. 

The real creator of terror is the 
secret police, called Cheka, which is the 
most powerful and most complicated 
institution in the Soviet Union. Very 
little is known about its organization. 
Even the official Party literature does 
not mention much about the setup and 
regulations. The beginnings of this 
Secret Police reach as far back as 
December 20, 1917 when Lenin, to- 
gether with the Central Committee 
of the Communist Party, founded the 
“Special Committee to the People’s 
Commissars Council for the Fight 
Against Counter-Revolution and Sab- 
otage.”” The initials in the Russian 
language gave rise to the popular name 
Cheka. In a few years the very sound of 
this name had such a terrible connota- 
tion that in 1921 a new name was 
given: “the Political Administration of 
the State” which was known as G.P.U. 
Later the government changed the 
name to N.K.V.D. and N.G.B., but 
the institution itself always remained 
unchanged. Besides, the first name, 
Cheka, is still the most used and also 
the Communist Party makes use of it: 
there still exists an ““Honor Chekist’s 
Institution.” 

Cheka is the supreme institution in 
the Soviet Union. All other authorities, 
state departments, the Supreme Court, 
and even the Party, are subordinated 
to it. Following the trials of several 
prisoners, it seems that Cheka is under 
the personal conduct of Stalin. Thus 
Cheka controls and terrorizes every- 


thing and everybody except Stalin 
and, maybe, the Politbureau, which is 
the supreme leadership of the Com- 
munist Party, consisting of thirteen 
men, of whom one is Stalin in the 
powerful position of the Chief. 

Besides the creation of a systematic 
terror, Cheka’s other mission is that of 
the Political Police — looking for con- 
spirators. There, as the secret police, 
Cheka is very prodigal with lives. 
Cheka’s opinions always have been 
that it is better to kill hundreds of 
innocent people than spare only one 
who seems to be guilty. 

Pursuing suspicious citizens, the 
Chekists commonly use tortures. Ac- 
cording to the evidences of released or 
escaped victims, there is a certain 
system in the execution. It does not 
differ from the system used by the 
Nazis in their KZ’s, only the Com- 
munists have a larger operation field 
and more years of experience for the 
full development of their cruelties. The 
first cross-examination is usually made 
at night, after an unexpected arrest. 
If the defendant does not plead guilty, 
a long imprisonment without any 
examinations and explanations, abso- 
lutely cut off from the world, follows. 
Then, after a long, uncertain period, 
the prisoner is brought to a dark and 
very cold or very hot and bright room, 
where the Chekists try to frighten him 
by the sight of other people being 
tortured and shot. Then, at last, the 
most dreadful tortures start. They are 
scientifically invented to produce the 
most painful effects. 

It may give offense to tell such grue- 
some stories to peaceful, inexperienced 
readers, but to have knowledge about 
true Communism is important. Ig- 
norance is more dangerous than 
knowledge and the sparing of delicate 
feelings. Therefore, two excerpts from 
certified evidence must be given. 

1) Mr. Vilis Ozolins, now a resident 
of Bradford, England, made the fol- 
lowing statement in lieu of an oath, 
which is certified by the Commissioner 
for Oaths, Gross. 


“*I was a political prisoner in the Central 
Prison of Riga from the 6th of January, 
1941 until the 23rd of June, 1941. The 
whole of my imprisonment. was spent in 
the 28th cell of the 4th block. It was a cell 
with an air space for one man, but I was 
one of eight in it. Every other night I was 
taken to the investigation room. By threat- 
enings and beatings the Chekists forced 
me to confess to being a spy —a crime I 
never committed, and to give the names 
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of my associates, whom I did not have. 
As I kept silent I was beaten again with 
fists, rubber truncheons, stamped with 
heavy boots. 

“The next time I was handcuffed, my 
feet tied, a club poked through and two 
men lifted me up. Unable to protect my- 
self I hung in the air while the Chekists 
beat me wildly. They brought me into a 
basement, where I was ordered to lie down 
on my stomach, the hands tied backwards, 
the feet fastened on a bench. A piece of 
mull soaked in some biting liquid was put 
in my mouth. A woman pulled my hair 
sharply, my skull seemed to split. Such 
tortures continued until I lost my con- 
sciousness. Another time I was interrogated 
thirty-two hours without a drop of water 
or a moment of rest. As they did not get 
the results wanted, a large door-key was 
pushed in my mouth, the tongue seized 
with iron pliers and turned around... . 
I was helpless. I could only pray to God, 
wishing to be dead. A defect of speech was 
left to me by these tortures. 

“The night of the 22nd of June at ! 
o’clock I was one of 65-70 persons who 
were loaded in a van. We were brought 
to the railway station and there I succeeded 
in escaping, creeping below the train. 
Running as fast as I could, I reached the 
forest and was saved.” 


2) Miss Shvalbe, a Latvian DP in 
Germany, has given the following 
statement in lieu of an oath certified 
by Notary Public Dr. A. Kupferschmid 
at his office on October 27, 1950: 


“On the 27th of May, 1941, at two 
o’clock A.M., I was arrested and locked in 
a one-man’s cell of the Cheka building in 
Jelgava. On the fourth day, handcuffed 
with hands tied to my back, I was taken 
to the interrogation. The Chekists forced 
me to tell the hiding place of my step- 
brother Ltn. Zakis. They beat me with 
fists, trampled me with their feet... 
and threw me into a pit... . There I 
stayed for 24 hours. Then I was hung up 
by my wrists, a 100 volt electric bulb 
lighted into my eyes. Tied on a board I 
was pierced and cut with a knife, the ankle 
of my right foot was dislocated. Using an 
electric iron a deep wound was burnt in 
my left arm. 

“Another time I was hung up by my 
hair, and beaten by rubber truncheons on 
the soles of my feet. At last I was put on a 
glowing hearth. A wound as deep as to the 
bones was burnt in my flesh. I was threat- 
ened that my eyes would be cut out, my 
hands would be skinned — they called it 
‘to strip off gloves.’ At the beginning of the 
war I was released. My health is ruined 
totally since that time. I have a deadly fear 
of these devils in human shape.” 


Such heroes, who silently endure the 
most terrible tortures, are many, but 
most people hold out until a certain 
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amount and then admit everything 
they are charged with, mention names 
of innocent people if asked for asso- 
ciates and the result is new arrests, 
new tortures, new sentences to death 
or more deportations. How large the 
number is of the victims of this insane 
terror, nobody knows and nobody 
ever will know. 

Besides the evident need for disci- 
pline, which is essential to any dicta- 
torship, there is also a purely economic 
reason for the growing terror. It must 
be stressed that, although the Soviet 
propagandists assure all that the 
Soviet system abolished capitalism, 
there is established the most rigid form 
of state capitalism. Only state enter- 
prises exist and therefore the govern- 
ment has the power to change by one 
decree the main features of the whole 
country. This was the case when, at 
the beginning of 1930, the Soviet 
Union changed to total industrializa- 
tion. Actually, this action would not 
have been evil if not combined with 
the three following circumstances: 

1) The industrialization was above 
all imposed upon heavy industry in 
order to produce armaments. 

2) The industrialization was car- 
ried out against the interests of the 
broad masses: the production of house- 
hold items, clothes, food, etc., was 
neglected. 

3) The final purpose was the es- 
tablishing of a communistic world 
dictatorship by any means whatsoever. 

The result of this industrialization 
program is a lowering of the already 
low living standards and an increased 
terror. The industrial development 
brought new transfers of workers from 
one area to another. The government 
of Soviet Russia decided that in the 
new industrial areas in the far North 
and Siberia, and for the building of 
new channels and railroads, only 
prisoners should be occupied. This 
decision and the collectivization of 
agriculture, when everybody who op- 
posed by trying to protect his property 
was arrested and sent to Siberia, in- 
creased the number of labor camps all 
over the country. Although nobody 
knows exactly how many people are 
imprisoned there, it is estimated that 
the figure is fifteen millions, but 
probably the total is much higher as 
the mass arrests increase constantly. 
The whole program is nothing less 
than recruiting slaves for economic 
exploitation and is carried out in a 
special routine. 





The requests for needed labor hands 
are sent to the Gulag — the “Central 
Administration of Worker Camps,” 
specifying the trade categories wanted. 
Gulag, in accordance with the Cheka, 
sends all available prisoners to the in- 
dustries or building offices which have 
applied for workers. If there are not 
enough prisoners at the moment to 
cover the demand, the Cheka organizes 
new arrests and new deportations. 

The Gulag makes the calculations 
for the workers’ wages according to the 
fixed rates. The employers deduct the 
cost for the maintenance of the workers 
and send the rest of the wages back to 
the Gulag, as no money is paid for the 
work in labor camps. 

An ordinary worker receives about 
200 rubles monthly, but after arrest, in 
the labor camp, he receives no money 
at all and costs the State only about 80 
rubles a month for expenses, like poor 
food, old, cast-off clothing, and guards. 
The profit on each slave laborer is 140 
rubles monthly. An average workers’ 
camp contains about 24,000 workers 
and 1,000 guards. In such a camp the 


profit for the State is about 3,360,000 


rubles monthly, which makes forty 
million rubles in a year. If, as is prob- 
able, the number of people imprisoned 
in such camps average fifteen millions, 
a little arithmetic shows that the 
Soviet Union gains by deportations 
and slave workers 24,000 million 
rubles yearly. Really the sum is even 
higher because there is a big per- 
centage of skilled workers imprisoned 
whose wages before their arrest were 
more than 200 rubles monthly. 

The Gulag’s forced labor workmen 
form the backbone of the Soviet 
economy. It is one of the Cheka’s tasks 
to supply the labor camps with a cer- 
tain fixed number of arrestants in 
order to cover the labor-demand and 
to fill out the deficit which is caused 
by the extraordinarily high death rate 
in the camps. 

So the Gulag’s labor camps and the 
Cheka’s deportations have two mis- 
sions: 1) to pursue and destroy the 
politically untrustworthy and _suspi- 
cious citizens, and 2) to supply the 
largest Soviet enterprises which require 
hard workers under hard working 
conditions, especially in the Polar 
regions, with plenty of slaves. From 
the Soviet Union’s economic plan for 
1941, which was found by the German 
Army and later by the United States 
Army, it is seen that 20% of the total 
construction work and 50% of the 
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total colored metal production in 
Russia has been carried out by slaves. 
The coal mines in Vorkut and Harba- 
rovosk and the rock oil plants in 
Vorkut occupy only slave laborers. In 
1950 the government ordered the 
Gulag to provide laborers for the con- 
struction of power plants in Stalingrad 
and Kuibishev and for canal construc- 
tion in Krim, Tourkmania, Ukrainia 
and the Volga-Don Canal. 

What is such a forced labor camp in 
Russia like? Of course, there is no 
official data available and no Inter- 
national Red Cross members nor UN 
Committees have ever seen them. 
Their attempts to inspect any deported 
or POW camps in Russia have ended 
with a short visit to a carefully pre- 
pared show, with all original inhabi- 
tants removed and trusted Army or 
Party members placed within the 
camps for the visiting time. But there 
are some who, by a miraculous good 
fortune which sometimes appears even 
in the most hopeless situations, have 
escaped and managed to cross the 
borders. Some of them are now in 
Asia, some in Western Europe, some 
in the Israeli state and some in 
America. These people do not like 
publicity, not wishing to arouse public 
attention for the sake of their relatives 
in Russia. Maybe they do not want to 
close the narrow path which they have 
used to eventual followers among their 
former fellow prisoners and therefore 
they tell their adventures in a close 
circle of friends only. It must be re- 
membered, too, that until very recent 
times there has been little opportunity 
to testify against the Reds. Now, at 
last, some of the witnesses dare to raise 
their voices, but still the general public 
knows very little about life in these 
camps. The picture is a terrible one. 

The location of the camps is no se- 
cret. They are located mostly in Si- 
beria, behind the Polar Circle, in the 
Ural mountains, etc. The camps, many 
square miles wide, are encircled by 
high tension barbed wire, interrupted 
by tower-like guard houses where 
heavily armed guards stand sentry 
day and night, surrounded by trained 
dogs. All around is cleared land to pre- 
vent any hiding places and to facilitate 
guarding. For the same reason the 
working places are never nearby. The 
people have to walk to and from their 
working places for miles. They leave 
at dark and return at dark. The work- 
ing hours are about sixteen, and two 
to four hours must be spent in walking.

If somebody, being too exhausted, 
cannot keep up, he is simply shot at 
the spot and left. 

The fixed quota of work is very, 
very high. The food ration depends 
on the work accomplished: if the 
quota is not done, the food ration is 
reduced or taken away entirely. Con- 
sequently, the people try to do more 
than they really are able to do. The 
administration is not worried about 
death — the Cheka can produce as 
many new workers as required. 

From a mere point of good business 
such a system seems not only cruel 
but simply meaningless. A starving 
and overstrained worker will never do 
as much as a well-nourished and rested 
one. But the Soviets figure differently. 
A human being, if in fear for his life, 
can stand a great deal because the will 
to live is very strong. So the people 
go on and on and work until they die 
or, becoming too useless, are shot. 
People are cheap in Soviet Russia. 

The wooden barracks or mud huts 
where the laborers are lodged are pro- 
vided with one small coal stove in the 
middle of the room and crowded with 
wooden shelves on which each person 
can occupy about two square yards 
which is the total living area. The food 
is very poor and the clothing consists 
of miserable rags. The released POW’s 
confirm that the clothes which they 
have received from the army ware- 
houses have been in pretty bad shape, 
but they have had them until totally 
worn out. Then each piece has been 
registered and sent to a labor camp. 

By the way, it was surprising that 
the Soviets dared to send home any 
prisoners of war at a time when they 
have been eager to keep the respect of 
the Allies. The sight of the returned 
men was horrible! However, the So- 
viets soon realized their mistake; after 
a while the prisoners were first sent 
to Frankfort on the Oder where they 
were provided with cigarettes, some 
money, outfitted with new clothes 
from the former German SS ware- 
houses and only then allowed to cross 
the Russian borders. This action 
covered a little the general misery but 
could not hide the ruined health of the 
men. Besides, speaking of war prison- 
ers, it must be said that the American 
public has now gained sufficient 
knowledge about the commuunistic 
routine toward them in Korea, which 
should convince everyone about the 
cruel, barbaric ill-treatment of people 
all over the communistic state: men, 


women, children and the aged. 

The women laborers in the camps 
are not an exception. They live under 
the same conditions as well as do the 
same hard work. This is the women’s 
privilege in Soviet Russia — this State 
of Equality! —to perform the same 
work and endure the same hardships as 
the men, no matter what their physical 
conditions are. After a few years in 
labor camps the women look 65 at 25 
— gray haired, wrinkled and shaky. 

The Latvian Bishop Boleslavs Slo- 
kans, who survived a sentence to six 
years of slave labor and escaped to 
Western Europe, gives the following 
testimony (abridged): 

“During the six years I had to live in 
the same clothes I wore at the moment of 
my imprisonment. I was only assigned a 
place in a shed. The walls were made of 
double boards, with space in between 
filled with sawdust. This sawdust became 
a refuge for all sorts of parasitical insects, 
such as lice, fleas, bed-bugs, etc., the poor 
prisoners becoming an easy prey to their 
nightly incursions. Inside the shed along 
the entire length of the walls, boards were 
extended in two or three tiers, on which 
the prisoners had to pass the night, heads 
against the walls. Even so, it was forbidden 
to sleep in any other way than sideways in 
order to save space. Altogether we were 
400 in one shed. There were no mattresses, 
neither sheets nor blankets; the poor in- 
mates having to sleep on the bare boards 
in their dirty clothes which often were 
wet, crowding together, one against the 
other. The shed had no other furniture, 
only the boards. For my work in the woods 
I was given in the mornings some hot 
water and one pound of rye bread, at noon- 
time some soup made of corn or potatoes, 
always ice-cold. The last dish, in the eve- 
nings, consisted of corn porridge cooked in 
water, sometimes with a few drops of 
vegetable oil. Of the 1000 deported people 
in my camp 700 died during the first year.” 


An inexhaustible source of slave 
laborers is the satellite states. The 
latest secret order from Moscow bids 
that all prisoners must be changed for 
“Soviet Specialists” each month. 

Because of the terror, one of the most 
killing feelings in Soviet Russia is 
uncertainty. All the time there is the 
sensation of a possible arrest tonight or 
tomorrow night. It is characteristic 
of the Cheka to see that the arrests take 
place during the night. The destined 
people are simply dragged out of their 
beds, given half an hour’s time to 
make themselves ready to leave and 
are brought either to jail or to railway 
stations without any comments re- 
garding the “‘crime” committed. 
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During the night of the 14th of 
June, 1941, the Communists arrested 
and deported 1.8% of the whole popu- 
lation of Latvia and, in the same night, 
arranged mass arrests of the same ex- 
tent also in Estonia and Lithuania. If 
this percentage had been taken in the 
United States of America, the figure of 
arrested people would have been 
2,470,000, while in Britain it would 
have been 865,000 and in Canada 
205,000 people. 

Trucks brought the people to rail- 
way stations (in cities to some remote 
ones) and they were put into freight 
cars, as many as there was room to 
load in, but never a whole family to- 
gether. Children, wives and husbands 
were separated. According to the in- 
structions the families were not warned 
previously that they would be sepa- 
rated. They usually put their belong- 
ings, such as some food, blankets, soap 
and similar necessities thought of in 
such a hurry and under the nervous 
tension, in one bundle. When they 
quite unexpectedly have been pushed 
into separate wagons, some family 
members have been left without any- 
thing. It must be remarked that the 
cars are nailed from the outside and 
no communication is possible. No rea- 
son for this cruel action can be found 
— only the brutal wish to make every- 
thing as hard as possible for the un- 
fortunate people. Of course, crossing 
the border of the native country, most 
of the belongings, specially watches, 
jewelry and money are taken away 
anyway, but at least it would help a 
little to have some food and toilet 
articles. 

In connection with the separation 
of families there have been many vain 
sacrifices. Wives have insisted upon 
going with their husbands if there 
was a deportation order for the hus- 
bands only. Mothers, happening not 
to be at home when their children 
have been arrested, have run to the 
stations and begged the Cheka men to 
take them too. Old grandmothers, 
thinking to be of some help to a baby- 
in-arms, have voluntarily followed 
their dear ones, but they are never 
allowed to contact them. 

The trains move slowly and stop at 
the junctions for days. Sometimes 
relatives, friends or other people 
learn that in a certain place a deporta- 
tion train has stopped and have tried 
to pass in some food, water or give 
other help, but the small windows are 
barred and the train itself guarded. 
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The truth is that the country people 
have found small notes thrown out by 
the deported people during their 
journey while still in their own coun- 
try. From these messages the misery is 
known. In the freight cars there is no 
water, no benches, no men’s or ladies’ 
rooms, nor any possibility to get first 
aid in the many cases of illness — 
nothing but terror-stricken, hungry, 
thirsty, tired-to-death people. Only 
once a day, through a small opening 
in the doors, some soup is served. 
Many have died, many have lost their 
senses, but the rest have to keep up for 
weeks until they reach the final desti- 
nation somewhere in Northern Siberia. 

As far as it is known, there have been 
some sort of trials, with a codifying 
of the crimes of the individual’s whole 
previous life. Army men, policemen, 
lawyers have been sentenced as the 
representatives of a capitalistic law; 
Red Cross members, boy scouts and 
even philatelists for assisting anti- 
communistic international organiza- 
tions; wealthy people for being ex- 
ploiters of the working class; travelled 
people for being spies, and so on and 
so on until everybody has been sen- 
tenced from 5 to 25 years of hard labor. 
The simple fact that one has never 
been an active Communist is enough 
for a sentence. 

It is not known where the children 
have been sent, some traces lead to 
the Tartar Republic. A high per- 
centage died from epidemics on the 
way and in the filtration centers. Ap- 
parently the rest have been settled 
somewhere in children’s homes under 
the Party’s supervision for the right up- 
bringing according to commuunistic 
rules. In a few years the youngest chil- 
dren (from Latvia alone in the night 
of June 14, 1941, 290 babies under one 
year of age were locked in the depor- 
tation trains) will have forgotten every- 
thing about their descent, language 
and previous life. The oldest will keep 
some memories a little longer, but 
these also will fade. 

In Latvia, during the summer of 
1943, great attention was given to a 
dramatic event which happened in a 
community in the country. At the time, 
when the German Army succeeded in 
fighting the Soviets deep in their own 
territory, lost Russian children were 
brought back from behind the front 
lines and settled on different farms, 
mainly in the Baltic States. One of 
these orphans was a boy about four, 
called Ivan. Questioned about his 


parents and home, he did not give any 
clear answers. Once he had had a 
father and mother, then he had lived 
in a village with soldiers and that’s all 
he knew. But little Ivan learned Lat- 
vian surprisingly easily and the farm 
folks spread the news about the Lat- 
vian-speaking Ivan. Not far away 
lived a farmer whose son, daughter-in- 
law and their baby boy were deported 
in June 1941. This farmer took an 
interest in the Russian orphan and 
brought the boy to his own farm for a 
visit. He noticed how the lad resembled 
his own grandchild, but he gave no 
special thought to the matter. 

Then a queer thing occurred. The 
farmer and his wife had an old-fash- 
ioned nutcracker, shaped in the form 
of a squirrel. In order to use it, one had 
to push a certain spot to open the 
mouth of the squirrel. It was here that 
the nut was placed for cracking. No 
one ever could find the trick without 
being told. When Ivan got hold of the 
nutcracker, he opened all the nuts 
without a second’s hesitation. Then 
the farmer brought little Ivan upstairs 
to his grandson’s nursery. At once Ivan 
was familiar with the room and the 
toys. The man had found his own 
grandson Juris (the Latvian name for 
George) lost two years before! How 
the boy happened to live with soldiers, 
what else he had experienced and 
what happened to his parents, no one 
could ever find out. 

All this terrible terror has had one 
definite result: the first and main im- 
pression upon the visitor in the Soviet 
Union is a general lack of smiles. 
Everyone who has ever been there can 
testify that no one is willing to start a 
conversation or have anything to do 
with a stranger. It is really surprising 
how the original cordiality and hos- 
pitality of the Russian people has been 
changed to aloofness and apparent 
unfriendliness! But the past thirty 
years have taught that a single thought- 
less word has often been the cause of 
arrest or a sudden disappearance. 

The terror has grown to such an 
extent that the idea of liberation is 
simply absurd. An illustrating story, 
maybe an invented one, is the follow- 
ing: A married couple was riding in the 
train. At a station a man stepped in, 
seated himself and sighed. The hus- 
band sighed too. Terrorized, the wife 
pushed him with her elbow and 
whispered: “‘Have I not told you hun- 
dreds of times never to speak with a 
stranger about politics?”’

UEEN ELIZABETH COMES to the throne at an historic 

moment of supreme importance to Britain. She 

will reign over Britain at a time which will be one 

of either bankruptcy and decline, or superb re- 

vival. The nature of the crisis in British affairs, and the 

magnitude of Britain’s interests, make anything halfway 
between these extremes unlikely. 

The Crown of England — of Britain — goes back into 
the remotest centuries; more remote than many con- 
temporaries realize. This mystic symbol of a continuing 
duty and responsibility has never been more vital, nor of 
more value — nor, therefore, of greater sanctity — than 
now in the supreme hour of Britain’s need. Ancestral voices 
speak; sombre contemporary problems press; the future 
calls. Elizabeth the Second, custodian of this ancient 
Crown, has the duty and the right to request and require 
that every British citizen, of whatever calling, makes the 
supreme effort which the history of a famous nation 
demands. 

The political situation in Britain is critically important 
to the whole Atlantic and Commonwealth system. The 
balance of chances for Britain’s recovery is favorable but 
there are very serious adverse influences which must be 
clearly exposed. The political situation is fraught with 
danger. Mr. Attlee knows all the facts and knows that Mr. 
Churchill’s policies are, so far, on the whole, correct. He 
knows that his own government failed. He knows that 
further Socialism is irrelevant to the issues now involved, 
and certain to prove a disaster. 

He and many others in his party know that, if they were 
in power, they would have to follow exactly the same 
policy as Mr. Churchill or face the bankruptcy of Britain 
in August 1952. Mr. Attlee knows far more than that; he 
knows all about the foreign situation and he knows that 
we are now in the critical five years, with the tide still 
running against us in many parts of Asia and Africa. 

He opposes Mr. Churchill for purely party reasons. A 
considerable number of his friends abet him. Mr. Attlee, 
however, finds it most difficult to keep his grip on the 
Socialist Party except in conflict with his conscience. If he 
is moderate in opposition, Mr. Bevan gets the cheers. If 
Mr. Bevan is to be kept in check, Mr. Attlee has to move 
leftwards. Whether he does this, or whether he falls and 
Bevan rises, the prospect is a very bitter strife, unless 
something happens to change the hearts of these men — 
or some of them — very soon. 

The measures necessary to save British economy are so 
severe, and will become more so, that, if the Socialists 
continue their violent opposition — under whatever lead- 
ership — Britain will face a period of grave disturbance. 
Some very high-level political observers think there may 
even be civil unrest. Mr. Bevan knows all this and, bitter 
from early youth — though having greatly enjoyed his 
lavish personal life — he will make trouble. Nothing short 
of a national awakening will put him down or convert him. 
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Great Britain is in deadly danger from a powerful 
enemy without, whose agents are well placed within, and 
from an immensely powerful political party, the enthusiasts 
of which are narrow, selfish and often extremely stupid. It 
is imperative for the country as a whole to wake up, if 
very unpleasant events are to be averted. Nor is there 
much time for such an awakening. 

There is a difference between the older generation of 
politicians and the modern. The former, on the whole, 
felt they had to answer to God for their activities — the 
latter, on the whole, think they have to answer to posterity. 
The one code is rather more potent than the other and it 
certainly has an effect on conduct. But very few modern 
British statesmen have any conviction that they may 
personally have to account to the Creator for their actions. 
All these factors are beginning to apply with equal force 
in America. They have long operated in very many Eu- 
ropean countries. They are, at the very least, matters for 
vital consideration and are at the very root of the present 
situation. 

At the very root of the entire contemporary crisis in 
Britain lies a profound moral problem. It is almost in- 
credible that a country, the economy of which is in ruins, 
should spend over £600,000,000 a year on gambling, as 
Britain does, plus another £1,400,000,000 on various 
indulgences. Half these sums, spent on the development 
of the Commonwealth territories and a tithe of them 
given to devout causes, would, in a single year, make a 
vast difference. In ten years it would transform the 
British Commonwealth into a community the like of 
which has never been seen. 

The whole world situation is becoming very much more 
interesting because new factors are entering into it. First, 
the presidential campaign in America; secondly, the 
chance of a real British recovery; thirdly, the political 
and economic revival of Germany long before it was 
expected (with its military potential in the future). Apart 
from the designs of Russia, who is bent upon opening as 
many ulcers as possible in Asia and Africa, and whose 
over-all strategy is now well known to be dated for the 
critical five years from 1952 to 1957, these new factors 
create a situation of the greatest possible interest, and all 
fall within the same time phase — 1952 to 1957. All or 
any of them may prove extremely powerful factors within 
that period. All our observers agree on one point, v7z.: 
they think the world has actually now entered the most 
critical and interesting single phase in modern history. It 
is a time of vast opportunity and great risk. The prospect of 
great achievement is in a fine balance against the risk of 
great danger. 

The trend of world affairs in Asia is highly dangerous. 
The Atlantic Powers cannot agree between themselves as 
to their aims. In consequence, they cannot design a policy. 
While we hesitate and argue, the powerful Sino-Russian 
alliance is slowly gaining strength. According to very 
experienced observers, there is not the very remotest 
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chance of a real and lasting peace in Korea satisfactory 
to the Western Powers. The Chinese, fully supported by 
Russia, have made up their minds to gain domination of 
Korea — if not by one means, then by another. Whatever 
— if any — terms are made, China has decided to use 
every device in order to gain military or political control 
of South Korea. 

The views of General MacArthur and Mr. Dulles on 
Asiatic policy are likely to gain very much prestige in 
the future. Their views, at present, cause great annoyance 
in Western Europe, and to many people in America. But, 
if, as our information makes clear beyond all doubt, 
China is determined to continue at least high pressure 
political aggression, either South Korea must be aban- 
doned, or the United Nations must gain a complete mili- 
tary decision, or must leave a powerful garrison for an 
indefinite number of years. American opinion is hostile 
to years of indecisive occupation, ever on the alert for an 
attack from forces in the North which can be strengthened 
by China and Russia without interference. West Eu- 
ropean opinion, however, is opposed to decisive military 
action; largely because it does not know the facts of the 
case. The United Nations, however, cannot abandon 
Korea without losing all its prestige. Thus, the Korean 
ulcer is one of great malignancy and all reports which 
give a hopeful account of the outlook are totally false. 

The Russians can well afford to sit quietly and watch 
this confusion. Every month gained is still precious to 
them. It is most dangerous to suppose otherwise. The 
whole weight of evidence supports this conclusion and 
contradicts the view that time bought at almost any cost 
works for us. This is a dangerous fallacy. 

An important aspect of Soviet foreign policy is the 
international economic conference to be held in Moscow 
in April. Quite a number of foreign businessmen have 
already accepted invitations to attend, lured by Soviet 
suggestions of advantageous trade transactions. The whole 
Soviet controlled propaganda machine is busily at work 
on this theme of the advantages of restoring the traditional 
flow of trade between the West and Eastern Europe and 
the U.S.S.R., and between Japan and China. The 
Lancashire cotton industry, afraid of Japanese competi- 
tion; the harassed British housewife; the American, weary 
of giving ineffective economic aid, and afraid to admit 
large-scale competitive imports; frustrated businessmen; 
baffled economists; all alike are targets for this prop- 
aganda which, for the most part, is presented in reasonable, 
moderate and attractive terms. 

The Moscow economic conference will be of major 
importance in Soviet foreign policy. It will constitute a big 
effort to drive a wedge between the Western nations, and 
should be watched with the greatest attention and care. 
The reasons for all this are known from intercepted con- 
fidential directives given to high level Communist agencies. 
Soviet Russia must, at all costs, gain time, and, during 
this time gained, 1) open up more sore places in Asia and 
Africa; 2) drive a deeper wedge between Western Europe 
and America; 3) develop atomic weapons; and 4) slow 
down Western defense measures. 

The entire Communist plan is known in the fullest 
detail. It is a clever one and is directed to exploiting 
Western economic and political difficulties to the utmost. 
It is squarely based upon a foundation of peace propaganda 
which makes a wide appeal to a war-tired West. If we fall 
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into the trap the consequences may be very serious. No 
warning can be too strong. It is known from various 
Soviet planning directives that, if they can pull off their 
scoop, gaining the time they need, one day, when it 
exactly suits them and is most dangerous to us, they will 
strike with all their force — military and political — to 
gain complete and decisive control of Turkey, Palestine 
and North Africa; merely rolling over the debris of a 
dominated, powerless Western Europe if that should be 
considered necessary. 

Thus, the Soviet government is determined, Germany 
must be kept disarmed; Atlantic defenses must be slowed 
down; such resources as the West now has must be drained 
away in distant local struggles; and the peace theme must 
be made so popular that no Western government dares 
adopt any policy likely to stop this process. Finally, the 
most powerful propaganda must be used to discredit or 
silence all voices which might awaken and put on the 
alert public opinion in the West. 

This whole statement is based upon unimpeachable 
intelligence. Its truth is known to all intelligence services, 
and the Chiefs of Staff know it. It is only political con- 
siderations which make our governments afraid to tell 
the whole truth, lest they should be accused of war 
mongering, or of failing even to try to reach a compromise. 
But Russian propaganda has itself created this political 
situation, in which to tell the truth is so difficult. 

A very important person told one of our observers the 
other day of a recent remark made to a friend of his by 
the Pope: “‘Not much more water will flow under the 
Tiber bridges before I am martyred in Rome.” Moreover, 
he added that he had fully prepared himself for this. If 
our informant were not a man of great responsibility, we 
should not quote this report. 

Italy could not make any contribution of the slightest 
importance to the defense of Western Europe. Optimistic 
statements by high level American soldiers about Italy’s 
military potential are farfetched. Italy is in a very dan- 
gerous condition. 

It is known that the growing unrest in North Africa is 
the work of the Communists who are exploiting nationalist 
fanatics. This is intended to be a new attempt to weaken 
France at a time when she faces the grave possibility of 
losing Indo-China. Our information is that Russia plans 
a widespread and far-reaching extension of these troubles. 

Everything in Indo-China is overshadowed by the 
possibility of Chinese intervention. It is difficult for ob- 
servers to give a definite answer to the question of whether 
it will take place. They can give only the facts. The 
balance of forces, especially in the North, is such that 
intervention by Chinese troops would definitely turn thc 
scale. Three Chinese divisions would be decisive. 

Our observer says that, unless a very strong stand is 
taken by the Western Powers, Chinese forces will shortly 
intervene in Indo-China and will bring about the collapse 
of the Franco-Viet Namese forces, with terrible consc- 
quences for the whole of Southeast Asia.

February 22, 1952 

VIOLENCE which flared in 

Egypt and Tunisia during late 

January opened a new epoch of 

the world crisis. Succeeding weeks 

brought a succession of less spectacular 

but equally significant developments 

which edged the opposing Powers ever 
closer to a titanic showdown. 

The basic strategy of the Kremlin 
during the period between 1947 and 
1952 was that of wearing down the 
West through local aggression and 
economic attrition, meanwhile striving 
for the industrial capacity to overcome 
or neutralize America’s atomic superi- 
ority. Through this same period the 
Western Allies sought to contain local 
aggression while straining to match 
Russia’s immense output of conven- 
tional weapons. The West also at- 
tempted to counter the preponderance 
of Soviet land armies by arranging 
regional defense alliances. 

Events of early 1952 forced re- 
examination of both these basic stra- 
tegic plans. The Western defense pro- 
gram was faltering, particularly be- 
cause of the precarious economic posi- 
tion of many nations in the alliance, 
while America’s arms output lagged 
ominously. The Russians, on the other 
hand, were compelled to review their 
position in the light of Prime Minister 
Churchill’s announcement that Britain 
would conduct atomic experiments of 
her own in the near future. Funda- 
mental changes in Soviet policy could 
ensue if the Kremlin leaders decided 
they must contend with two atomic 
Powers instead of just America alone. 

The strife in Egypt and Tunisia 
closed the period covered by last 
month’s article. Both trouble spots 
continued to make headlines. On Jan- 
uary 24, as new disorders erupted in 
Kairouan and Tunis, the French threw 
tanks and jet planes into the battle 
against Arab rebels entrenched in 
two towns. 

These outbreaks imperilling the 
Western strategic position significantly 
came a lunar cycle of fruition (1040 
days) after the Atlantic Pact was 
signed on April 4, 1949 (upper center 
of Chart I). Two additional cycles tie 
January 24 into the pattern of unfold- 
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ing disintegration. It fell 666 days 
lunar after the Russians shot down a 
United States Navy plane over the 
Baltic Sea on April 8, 1950 and also 
420 days before March 19, 1953. The 
latter day will be 2520 days solar after 
March 19, 1946 when Iran protested 
against the presence of Soviet troops 
in its territory. 

The spotlight shifted to Egypt. On 
January 25 British troops and Egyp- 
tian police fought a savage battle at 
Ismailia. ‘The next day mobs rioted 
through Cairo until Egyptian troops 
arrived at nightfall and martial law 
was imposed. Nearly every British, 
French and American business place 
in the capital was pillaged, burned or 
smashed. 

This critical flareup in Egypt came 
2 x 286 days before August 20, 1953 
which marks the end of the Great 
Pyramid’s Hall of Judgment period. 
And a measure of 1600 plus 880 days 
separates January 24 from November 
10, 1958 which will close a forty-year 
generation after the November 1918 
Armistice. The 1600 plus 880 cycle 
combines the judgment significance 
of 1600 with the Divine intermediation 
perfected connotation of 10 x 88. The 
two measures together indicate Divine 
supervision of the judgment process. 

January 26 also fell a solar cycle of 
confusion perfected (10 x 42 days) 
after the November 26, 1950 Chinese 
Communist offensive in Korea (bot- 
tom of Chart I). The 420-day time- 
measure is also one-sixth of the impor- 
tant 2520-day Biblical period of trial 
or probation, six being the number 
associated with human imperfection. 
The 420-day period therefore partakes 
of the significance of both six and 
2520. 

King Farouk intervened in the 
Egyptian crisis on January 27 by re- 
placing the cabinet responsible with 
one made up of independent political 
leaders. Rioting subsided under the 
armed curfew imposed by the new 
government. The Tunisian situation 
also quieted. 

Meanwhile, new snags plagued the 
efforts to form a NATO army. A bitter 
dispute between France and Germany 
over the future status of the Saar had 


dimmed prospects for early formation 
of the international units. Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer on January 27 
threatened to keep West Germany 
out of the proposed army if France 
persisted in its efforts to divorce the 
Saar Basin from Germany. On the 
same day Germany demanded mem- 
bership in NATO as her price for 
aiding Western defense. 

Against this background of Euro- 
pean dissension, former President Her- 
bert Hoover warned the American 
people that the nation must recalculate 
its global commitments or face eco- 
nomic ruin. Pointing out that huge 
taxes and unchecked inflation were 
‘dangerously overstraining”’ the Amer- 
ican economy, Mr. Hoover urged that 
the United States help arm only those 
West European nations “who show a 
determined will to help themselves.” 
Mr. Hoover further declared: 


“If our economy should collapse, Stalin’s 
victory would be complete. We cannot 
take that risk.” 


This important sequence of develop- 
ments came precisely 2520 days after 
March 4, 1945 which marked the 
center of the Great Pyramid’s Hall of 
Judgment period extending from 1936 
to 1953. In addition, January 27 fell 
a desolation cycle of 1290 days after 
the Jerusalem truce went into effect 
on July 16, 1948 and also 270 days 
after May 2, 1951 when the Shah of 
Iran signed the oil seizure bill. All 
this material is mapped on the upper 
part of Chart II. 

On January 28 the Western Big 
Three warned that a Chinese Com- 
munist invasion of Indo-China, Thai- 
land or Burma would bring imme- 
diate United Nations action. Russia 
countered with a charge that the 
United States was planning to order 
Chinese Nationalist troops in Burma 
into China proper. 

In Egypt the new cabinet of Premier 
Aly Maher Pasha won a vote of con- 
fidence after he pledged to continue 
the anti-British campaign. This came 
as British officials in London held 
urgent conferences on the Egyptian 
crisis. Ihe same day brought a Wash- 
ington announcement that Great Brit- 
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ain had been granted 300 million 
dollars to support the United Kingdom 
defense program. 

A solar cycle of 1335 days separates 
these January 28 developments from 
the outbreak of the Jewish-Egyptian 
war on May 14, 1948 (lower center of 
Chart I). The 1335 time-measure is 
one of blessing for the United States 
and the British Commonwealth, but 
of judgment when applied to nations 
of the Gentile-Babylonian succession. 
Note particularly that the communi- 
que issued from the Truman-Churchill 
conferences in Washington came on 
the mean terminal of the 1335 cycle, 
while the solar terminal brought the 
announcement of America’s new grant 
of economic aid to Britain. 

January 28 was also a birth-tribula- 
tion measure of 270 days before Octo- 
ber 24, 1952, which will close a solar 
2520-day period of trial after the or- 
ganization of the UN in 1945. This 
270 measure here applies particularly 
to the Big Three declaration on South- 
east Asia which could commit the UN 
to new military campaigns on the 
Korean pattern. 

A report from Korea on January 30 
revealed that built-up Communist 
anti-aircraft power represented a seri- 
ous Challenge to Allied air operations. 
Red ground gunners had taken a toll 
of 111 Fifth Air Force planes over a 
four-month period. On the same Jan- 
uary 30 terminal the Atomic Energy 
Commission disclosed that continuing 
studies had proven the effects of A- 
bomb radiation to be much more 
injurious than previously supposed. 

These two developments relate to 
the armaments race, so it is appro- 
priate that they should come a solar 
perfected “birth travail’ period of 
7 x 270 days after October 30, 1946 
when the West rejected Soviet-spon- 
sored disarmament proposals advanced 
in the UN (near top of Chart I). 
January 30 was also 1335 days solar 
after the May 16, 1948 Israeli appeal 
to the UN and 420 days lunar before 
March 19, 1953. 

The UN General Assembly on Feb- 
ruary I upheld a complaint by Na- 
tionalist China that Russia failed to 
carry out its 1945 treaty of friendship 
with Chiang Kai-shek. Burma, India, 
Indonesia and the Israelis joined the 
Soviet bloc in opposing the moral_con- 
demnation move. 

Germany continued to play a cru- 
cial role in unfolding the world judg- 
ment-crisis. On February 1 West 
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Germany ratified the Schuman Plan, 
agreeing to share her coal and steel 
with five other European nations for 
the next fifty years. It is noteworthy 
that this action came a solar tribula- 
tion cycle (1260 days) after Kremlin 
talks aimed at resolving the Berlin 
blockade began on August 2, 1948 
(top of Chart I). Also pertinent is the 
880-day period separating February 1, 


the solar terminal of this cycle fell on 
January 19 when Germany released 
her plans for raising a conscript army, 

As the chart indicates, June 90, 
1954 will be 1260 days before Decem- 
ber 11, 1957, which closes a forty-year 
generation after the British entered 
Jerusalem in December 1917. Other 
chronological data on the 1954 date 
was included in the article “Through 
Judgment To Restoration,” published 





1952 from June 30, 1954. Note that 
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in three parts in Destiny for Sep- 
tember, November and December 
1951. Refer particularly to charts on 
pages 417 and 420 in the December 
1951 issue. 

February 1, 1952 was also 1290 
plus 666 days after the Red-fomented 
Greek civil war began on September 
24, 1946. A sequence of 1260 plus 666 
days from the same 1946 date marked 
January 2, 1952 when Egypt began 
its program of military training for 
civilians. 

That Russia considers herself at 
war with the West was confirmed 
anew on February 2, when the Soviet 
delegate Yakov A. Malik told the UN 
that World War III was already 
under way. The date fell 1600 plus 
10 x 153 days after the July 9, 1943 
Allied invasion of Sicily. The signif- 
icance of the time-measure combina- 
tion and its application to these events 
is given in the inset at the bottom of 
Chart IT. 

The Soviet press on February 3 
again accused the United States of 
planning new wars in Asia, adding 
the charge that Great Britain was pre- 
paring Hong Kong as an advance 
base for invasion of Red China. This 
came as the UN Economic Commis- 
sion for Europe reported that Russia 
was spending more for arms than ever 
before in peacetime, her program 
being proportionately greater than 
that of the United States. 

These two revealing items signif- 
icantly came 666 days after April 8, 
1950 when the downing of an Ameri- 
can Navy plane in the Baltic empha- 
sized Russia’s belligerent intentions 
(near center of Chart I). February 3 
was also 2 x 286 days lunar before the 
Great Pyramid’s Hall of Judgment 
closes on August 20, 1953. 

Two Middle Eastern developments 
also occurred on February 3. Egypt’s 
Premier Aly Maher Pasha declared 
that negotiations with Britain on settle- 
ment of the Anglo-Egyptian dispute 
were “‘a long time off.’ And violence 
again flared in the Lake Huleh region 
as a UN observer party searching for 
three missing Israeli fishermen was 
fired upon from the Syrian side of 
the lake. 

Reviewing the three terminals of 
the 2 x 286 cycle extending to Au- 
gust 20, 1953 will show that they cov- 
ered a particularly noteworthy se- 
quence of events. The solar terminal, 
noted last month, fell on January 18 
when the French conducted their 
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roundup of Tunisian Red leaders. 
The January 26 mean terminal of the 
cycle brought the climax of the Egyp- 
tian disorders, while the February 3 
events noted above closed the se- 
quence. 

The World Bank on February 7 an- 
nounced renewal of negotiations 
aimed at reviving Iran’s oil industry. 
Meanwhile, Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer called upon West Germans to 
rearm and help make the free Western 
world “‘so strong that Russia will not 
dare attack.” These developments 
came a solar desolation period of 1290 
days after the Palestine truce expired 
on July 8, 1948 and also 420 days 
solar before April 8, 1953. The latter 
date will fall 2520 days after efforts to 
draft World War II peace terms col- 
lapsed on May 15, 1946 (near bottom 
of Chart I). 

On February 8 the West learned 
the high price Germany was prepared 
to exact for its participation in Euro- 
pean defense. The West German 


Bundestag, in approving Chancellor 
Adenauer’s plan for recruiting soldiers, 
added a string of conditions which in- 
cluded an equal voice for Germany in 
strategic councils of the West. Other 
demands were for an end to Allied 
occupation and release of German war 
criminals from Allied prisons. 

Two cycles appropriately mark this 
important German action. It came a 
1040-day cycle of fruition after the 
Atlantic Pact was signed on April 4, 
1949. Also significant is the fact that 
February 8 fell on the third day made 
perfect of a solar perfected warning 
period (7 x 120 days) after the East 
German government was set up on 
October 7, 1949 (upper half of Chart 
I). Again the cycles stress Germany’s 
fateful role in the unfolding pattern. 

General Matthew B. Ridgway on 
February 12 protested sharply against 
the “unwarranted” seizure by the 
Russians of nearly 200 Japanese fish- 
ing boats in the waters off the Japa- 
nese island of Hokkaido. ‘The date was 
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286 days after May 2, 1951 and 286 
days solar before November 28, 1952. 
The 1951 date was that on which the 
Shah of Iran signed the bill seizing 
Britain’s oil properties. The Novem- 
ber 1952 terminal will be 2520 days 
solar after Senator Edwin C. Johnson 
warned that war with Russia was 
swiftly approaching (top of Chart II). 
As indicated, Senator Johnson’s warn- 
ing came g x 1290 days lunar after 
Germany opened World War I on 
August I, 1914. 

The United States, Great Britain 
and Canada on February 193 an- 
nounced a three-nation arrangement 
to produce, equip and man several 
hundred Sabrejets under the North 
Atlantic Treaty. In London, Ameri- 
can Secretary of State Acheson and 
his top European aides met to seek a 
formula for easing the bitter French- 
German rift. 

These developments fell 2520 days 
solar after the Yalta communique was 
released on February 12, 1945 (center 
of Chart I). Still paying for the blun- 
ders of Yalta, the Western Allies are 
now struggling desperately to erect 
defenses strong enough to contain the 
militant Soviet Union which became 
a global threat largely because of their 
own stupid policies. 

As the chart indicates, February 13 
was also 666 days solar after the April 
8, 1950 Baltic plane incident and 420 
days before April 8, 1953. 

A London report on February 15 
disclosed that the gold and dollar re- 
serves of the sterling area had de- 
creased alarmingly during the first 
few weeks of 1952 and stood at the 
lowest level since the pound was de- 
valued in 1949. This ominous revela- 
tion came a solar warning cycle of 
7 x 120 days after Russia recognized 
the East German Communist regime 
on October 16, 1949 (bottom of 
Chart II). February 15 was also 1290 
days solar after the Jerusalem truce 
went into effect on July 16, 1948. 
Note that the January 27 mean ter- 
minal of this 1290-day desolation 
cycle marked the Hoover statement 
warning America of economic col- 
lapse. Then the solar terminal of the 
cycle brought the report of Britain’s 
perilous economic position. The two 
items stressed that the threat of eco- 
nomic desolation which overhangs the 
West is no less real and imminent 
than the menace of new Soviet ag- 
gression. 

Foreign Ministers of the Western 
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Big Three met in London on February 
16 to take up the problem of Germany. 
West German Chancellor Adenauer 
was invited to join the discussions. 
The date was 286 days solar after 
May 2, 1951 and 286 days before 
November 28, 1952 (near top of 
Chart IT). 

The Big Three Foreign Ministers 
on February 17 agreed not to admit 
Germany to the Atlantic Pact as a 
full member until some future time. 
The markings of the date are signifi- 
cant. It fell 1335 days after the June 
22, 1948 Berlin currency crisis, and in 
addition was 7 x 120 days solar plus 
two after Russia recognized the East 
German regime on October 16, 1949 
(bottom of Chart IT). 

Another London dispatch on Feb- 
ruary 17 disclosed that Great Britain 
would conduct atomic tests of its own 
in Australia during the course of 1952. 

An agreement announced on Feb- 
ruary 19 by the Big Three Foreign 
Ministers and West German Chancel- 
lor Adenauer revealed that the way 
had been cleared for the creation of a 
European army, including German 
units. Germany was promised an in- 
direct voice in NATO affairs, while 
the United States and Great Britain 
pledged to keep their troops in Europe 
even after the unified defense force 
was created, as a guarantee against 
French fears of revived German mil- 
itarism. 

The February 19 Big Three an- 
nouncement came 420 days lunar be- 
fore April 8, 1953 which will be 2520 
days after efforts to draft World War 
II peace terms collapsed (center of 
Chart I). Not indicated on the charts 
is the additional fact that February 19 
was 1335 plus 2 days after the June 
22, 1948 Berlin currency crisis. 

Note that the three terminals of 
the 420-day cycle extending to April 
8, 1953 marked an outstanding se- 
quence of German developments. The 
February 7 solar terminal brought 
Chancellor Adenauer’s call for Ger- 
man rearmament. On the February 
13 mean terminal Secretary of State 
Acheson began conferences on the 
snarl over German policy. Then the 
February 19 lunar terminal brought 
the communique announcing resolu- 
tion of the deadlock. 

The NATO Council, opening its 
ninth meeting on February 20, was 
told that the creation of a European 
ground army must be coupled with 
construction of a network of airfields. 


Failure to do this, General Eisen. 
hower warned, would leave the pro- 
posed army helpless against Soviet 
air attack. The date was 286 days 
lunar before November 28, 1952 (near 
top of Chart IT). 

The NATO Powers, their proposed 
army still in the blueprint stage, found 
their whole defense program threat- 
ened by unforeseen contingencies. By 
the middle of February it was evident 
that the French economy was in the 
direst of straits, the looming alterna- 
tives being economic disaster or a halt 
to rearmament. This, along with the 
economic weakness of Britain already 
cited, placed the Western defense 
project in appalling jeopardy. 

Apart from the peril of economic 
collapse in Europe, the progress of the 
American arms program was arousing 
deepest concern. In early February 
the New York Herald Tribune column- 
ists Joseph and Stewart Alsop re- 
ported what they termed a “‘frighten- 
ing disparity” between Western and 
Soviet production of modern jet com- 
bat planes. The Soviets were seen to be 
producing twice as many jet bombers 
and six times as many jet interceptors, 
with similar disparity existing in all 
weapons except atomic bombs. The 
Alsops summarized the implications 
of this production lag in these terse 
words: 

“Unless this country can shake off its 
complacency soon, and prepare to make 
a real national effort, we shall for the first 
time in our history be in acute danger of 
defeat in war.” 

Affecting the world strategic situa- 
tion in a different manner was Brit- 
ain’s announcement of forthcoming 
atomic tests. Only the Kremlin lead- 
ers can say how drastically this will 
influence global developments in the 
critical months ahead. All depends on 
whether the Russians in their calcula- 
tions allowed for potential emergence 
of a British atomic industry. If they 
had, their plans will unfold as sched- 
uled. But if the Soviets had expected 
to contend with only one atomic 
Power — the United States — then 
they may be constrained to speed up 
their program in order to achieve 
their objectives before British atomic 
strength combined with that of the 
United States dooms Russia’s dream 
of eventual predominance in_ this 
field. 

The Alsops, whose comments were 
cited previously, described the West-

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THE BOOK OF THE KINGDOM 


CHAPTER XXIV 
(Continued) 


MileStones Along the Way 


HE DAY HAS NOW COME when His people, the Anglo- 
T[ Sexon-cati race, must acknowledge their origin 

and, as the Israel of God, assume the responsibilities 
that their forefathers assured God they would perform if 
He made them His Kingdom. The hand of God is resting 
heavily upon His Kingdom people in judgment to compel 
an awakening to righteousness and the prediction of 
Ezekiel (Ez. 20:37) is being fulfilled as the House of 
Israel passes under the rod so that God may bring them 
into the bond of the covenant. 

Throughout the history of God’s dealings with His 
people there have been outstanding milestones along the 
way, highlighting the importance of the responsibilities 
placed upon them in preparation for their eventual des- 
tiny. The first great milestone in the history of the nation 
was reached when, at the foot of Mount Sinai, God asked 
the people He had called out to become His Kingdom 
and, as citizens of His Kingdom, to assume the task of ad- 
ministering His commandments, statutes and judgments. 
The House of Jacob accepted the conditions imposed by 
God and thus consented to the terms of the covenant 
God made with them at that time. 


Second MileStone 


A second great milestone was reached in the history 
of this people when Jesus Christ the Messiah came and 
presented Himself at the Temple in fulfillment of the 
prophecy: 

“And the Lord, whom ye seek, shall suddenly come to his 


temple, even the messenger of the covenant, whom ye delight in: 
behold, he shall come, saith the Lord of hosts.”” (Mal. 3: 1.) 

The Jews rejected their Messiah and bore false witness 
against Him, bringing about His crucifixion. By their re- 
fusal to accept Him as their King the Kingdom was taken 
from them and given to a nation bringing forth the fruits 
of the Kingdom (Matt. 21: 43). That nation was the 
House of Israel who, through the death and resurrection 
of Jesus Christ, was redeemed from the curse of the law. * 
Thus, the Word that had become flesh and dwelt among 
us (John 1:14) condemned the Jews for rejecting Him, 
taking the Kingdom from them and passing it on to the 
House of Israel, who accepted Him and have become the 
great Christian nations in the world today. The words of 
Isaiah the Prophet were thus fulfilled: 

“The Lord sent a word into Jacob, and it hath lighted upon 
Israel.” (Isa. 9: 8.) 


Third Milestone 


The seed of Christianity was planted in the Isles where 
it took root in new soil and began to grow and spread as 
the House of Israel moved westward to take over the deso- 
late heritages of the earth. But prior to this enlargement

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of their possessions a third milepost was reached when the 
call went out for a spiritual awakening, resulting in the 
Reformation. John describes this era in terms of a Mighty 
Angel coming down from heaven and holding a little book 
open in his hand: 

“And I saw another mighty angel come down from heaven, 
clothed with a cloud: and a rainbow was upon his head, and his 
face was as it were the sun, and his feet as pillars of fire: And he 
had in his hand a little book open.” (Rev. 10: 1-2.) 


The Open Book 


This little opened book in his hand was the Bible, made 
accessible to the people as a result of the printing press, 
which reduced the bulk of the handwritten Scriptures to 
a convenient size and made it possible to produce the 
Bible in quantities. As stated in Study in Revelation: 


*“‘There were many in England and upon the continent who 
joined in the chorus, raising their voices against the evil practices 
in the [Roman] Church. The printing press became a means of 
public information and of producing the writings of the reformers. 
This was especially true regarding the Bible, which was trans- 
lated into the language of the common people. This fact is em- 
phasized by the following statement of John, ‘And he [the 
mighty angel] had in his hand a little book open.’ 

‘Previous to this time the Bible had been a bulky volume, 
chained to the altar of the Church and written in a language 
beyond the understanding of the common people. Rome was 
content that it should remain so, for in the ignorance and super- 
stition of the masses rested the foundation of her tremendous 
power. 

“God now made available to men a great epoch-making in- 
vention — the printing press. This knowledge came at a time 
when most needed and was used for the purpose of giving the 
Bible to the people. The Scriptures now became available to all 
who desired to possess them.” (Study in Revelation,* pp. 105-106.) 


Following the spiritual awakening as a result of the 
Reformation, the great missionary activities of the 19th 
century found the House of Israel literally becoming His 
salvation to the ends of the earth as prophesied by Isaiah: 


“I will also give thee for a light to the Gentiles, that thou 
mayest be my salvation unto the end of the earth.” (Isa. 49: 6.) 


The day was now approaching when His people (the 
Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples) were to awaken to their 
identity and origin. The time for this proclamation to go 
out was reached in the middle of the 19th century and this 
became a most important milepost in the history of His 
people. Through Isaiah the call is issued to a people to 
awaken to their identification with the past and to an 
awareness that they are of the seed of Abraham. The 
message presupposes a loss of identity and a forgetfulness 
of origin: 

“‘Hearken to me, ye that follow after righteousness, ye that 
seek the Lord: look unto the rock whence ye are hewn, and to 
the hole of the pit whence ye are digged. Look unto Abraham 
your father, and unto Sarah that bare you.” (Isa. 51: 1-2.) 


Here is an unmistakable call to a people who have for- 
gotten, not only their origin, but that Abraham was their

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father. It cannot be a message to the Jews, for they have 
always known that Abraham was their father, nor have 
they ever forgotten their origin. That this people are 
His people and nation is clear from Isaiah’s further state- 
ment of identification: 


“Hearken unto me, my people; and give ear unto me, O my 
nation.” (Isa. 51: 4.) 


Reference is made to this call and its significance as 
follows: 


“The preaching of that identity has been going on for many 
years now. It has resulted in millions in Anglo-Saxondom be- 
coming acquainted with the fact that they are the lineal de- 
scendants of the northern ten-tribed Kingdom of Israel. This 
truth has been established beyond a shadow of doubt through 
chronological, prophetical, historical and biological evidence. 
Thus, the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples stand out as Israel in 
these latter days.” (Study in Revelation, p. 115.) 


Fourth Milestone 


As we travel further along the national highway, ad- 
vancing toward the time of the restoration, the next out- 
standing milestone reached reveals the need to keep judg- 
ment and do justice. The Prophet Isaiah voices the mes- 
sage the watchmen are to implement at this time: 


“Israel, having fulfilled her mission of being His salvation to 
the ends of the earth, must cleanse herself from internal sins. 
Isaiah voiced the message the messengers must give when he 
said, ‘Cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy voice like a trumpet, and 
shew my people their transgression, and the house of Jacob their 
sins.’ (Isa. 58: 1.) 

“Before the Lord at Mount Sinai Israel took a vow when the 
people said, ‘All that the Lord hath spoken we will do.’ The na- 
tion is failing to keep that vow and the land is full of sorrow and 
trouble. During the time of this seventh thunder, or judgment 
period, increased trouble will compel Israel to heed the call to 
righteousness. It is the time of which the prophets are speaking, 
‘Alas! for that day is great, so that none is like it: it is even the 
time of Jacob’s trouble; but he shall be saved out of it.’ (Jer. 30: 
7.) What a glorious deliverance that will be when, as a result of 
the nation repenting of all her evils, she awakens to spiritual 
values and deliverance comes. The mysteries of God will be 
fully revealed as the Seventh Angel begins to sound, precipitat- 
ing the events described in the Third and last Woe. 

“Answering to the summons of the Mighty Angel as he 
launches the Reformation is the thundering reply of the Kingdom 
activity of His people Israel. In fulfillment of their destiny they 
have spread out over the face of the earth, inheriting the deso- 
late heritages, carrying the Gospel to every creature, setting the 
prisoner free, breaking every yoke and doing the work of the 
Kingdom preparatory to the great day of restoration when He 
shall return in triumph and take over the Throne of His father 
David and reign over the House of Jacob forever.” (Luke 1: 
33.) (Study in Revelation, pp. 115-116.) 


Time of ReStoration 


When the disciples asked Jesus just before His ascen- 
sion if He would at that time restore the Kingdom to 
Israel, our Lord made a highly meaningful reply. He said 
it was not for them to know the times and seasons then, 
and He set the bounds of their activities, after which the 
restoration would come: 


“But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.” (Acts 1: 8.) 
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We have reached the day when this mission is being 
completed. The followers of our Lord have accomplished 
the work assigned to them; they have carried the Gospel 
to the uttermost parts of the earth. Next on the agenda 
are the events that will bring about the restoration itself 
as promised. The statement of Jesus to His disciples as 
He was about to ascend into heaven is in conformity with 
a statement made to them in His Olivet discourse. In that 
discourse He admonished His disciples to serve with pa- 
tience in order to endure to the end, after which He gave 
the signal that would alert them that the end was at hand: 


“And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all the 
world for a witness unto all nations; and then shall the end 
come.” (Matt. 24: 14.) 


In order to give further emphasis to the importance of 
identifying the end-time period, Jesus referred His dis- 
ciples to Daniel’s prophecy concerning the Abomination 
That Maketh Desolate, telling them that when they saw it 
taking up its stance in the Holy Place they were to under- 
stand that the end was at hand. * 


A Willing People 

This is not the end of the world, but rather the end of 
suffering and sorrow for His Kingdom under conditions of 
misrule and oppression, for, following the pressure of judg- 
ment, the Kingdom people are to become willing to do His 
will in the day of His power. At that time they will turn 
to Him so that He may save them from all their troubles 
and restore the perfection of justice under the adminis- 
tration of His commandments, statutes and judgments. 


His Perfect Rule 


It is possible to visualize in part the coming justice and 
equity that will be established in the land under the admin- 
istration of the perfect Law of the Lord. Of Him who is to 
rule over the Kingdom Isaiah declares: 


“And the government shall be upon his shoulder: and his 
name shall be called Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty God, 
The everlasting Father, The Prince of Peace. Of the increase of 
his government and peace there shall be no end, upon the throne 
of David, and upon his kingdom, to order it, and to establish it 
with judgment and with justice from henceforth even for ever. 
The zeal of the Lord of hosts will perform this.” (Isa. 9: 6-7.) 


The justice of His judgment is also set forth: 


“And the spirit of the Lord shall rest upon him, the spirit of 
wisdom and understanding, the spirit of counsel and might, the 
spirit of knowledge and of the fear of the Lord; And shall make 
him of quick understanding in the fear of the Lord: and he shall 
not judge after the sight of his eyes, neither reprove after the 
hearing of his ears: But with righteousness shall he judge the poor, 
and reprove [argue] with equity for [in behalf of] the meek of the 
earth: and he shall smite the earth with the rod of his mouth, and 
with the breath of his lips shall he slay the wicked.” (Isa. 11: 2-4-) 


The Kingdom Exalted 


Thus will be established the rule of the rod of iron of 
which John speaks in Revelation, when men and nations 
will be compelled to keep the laws of righteousness. 


“Under the iron-rod rule of our Lord it will be impossible for 
the criminally inclined to commit offenses. The prophet says,

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‘He shall smite the earth with the rod of his mouth’ and this aspect 
of our Lord’s character as King is not often dwelt upon. However, 
in the inception of His reign particularly, it will be imperative for 
Him to conduct His rule with a sceptre of iron in order to curb 
evil and lawlessness, for He will, as the prophet says, ‘reprove 
with equity for [in behalf of] the meek of the earth.’ The Psalmist 
recognized the swiftness with which He will move against those 
who oppose Him when he stated: 

“ ‘The Lord shall send the rod of thy strength out of Zion: rule 
thou in the midst of thine enemies.’ (Ps. 110: 2.) 

“Peter gave an example of the type of administration that 
would be in operation in the Kingdom Age in the case of Ananias 
and his wife Sapphira. These two had entered into a conspiracy 
to deceive the apostles regarding the value of certain property. 
Peter, knowing their thoughts, passed judgment upon them, with 
the result that both died for attempting to practice deception. 
The account states: 

“ *And great fear came upon all the church, and upon as many 
as heard these things.’ (Acts 5: 11.) 

“In the inception of Kingdom rule there will be those who will 
believe it possible to deceive the rulers. But the immediate appre- 
hension of would-be criminals and the swift execution of Divine 
judgment upon all who think to do evil will bring fear upon all 
others who might be tempted to follow their example. Under 
such a rod-of-iron rule the unrighteous in heart will curb any evil 
desires for fear of disobeying the law and suffering the conse- 
quences. 

“We might despair of ever seeing righteousness established in 
the earth except that Jesus made a definite promise to His 
followers when He said: 

“ “Blessed are they which do hunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness: for they shall be filled.” (Matt. 5: 6.) 

“When Jesus Christ takes up the sceptre of His rule upon the 
earth, those who have longed to see the administration of un- 
qualified justice will have the desire of their hearts fulfilled. When 
He returns as King of kings and Lord of lords, the Psalmist 
declares: 

“*Thy people shall be willing in the day of thy power.’ (Ps. 
110: 3.) 

“What is meant by ‘the day of His power’? When the nations 
of this world come under the sovereignty of our Lord as King, 
John was shown in Revelation that this will be the day of His 
power.” (“In the Day of His Power,” Destiny for January 1952, 


pp. 24-5.) 
As a result of the restoration Micah declares: 


“In the last days it shall come to pass, that the mountain of the 
house of the Lord shall be established in the top of the mountains, 
and it shall be exalted above the hills; and people shall flow 
unto it.” (Micah 4: 1.) 

Here is depicted the exalted position of the Kingdom 
itself when it is established over all other kingdoms and 
above all governments. * The righteous administration of 
the Kingdom will ultimately be extended to embrace all 
nations, for, speaking of Him who will rule in the Kingdom, 
Micah declares: 


“And he shall judge among many people, and rebuke strong 
nations afar off; and they shall beat their swords into plowshares, 
and their spears into pruninghooks: nation shall not lift up a 
sword against nation, neither shall they learn war any more.” 
(Micah 4: 3.) . 

Following the restoration, when all nations are living at 
peace, Micah deciares of the citizens of the Kingdom: 

“They shall sit every man under his vine and under his fig tree; 


and none shall make them afraid: for the mouth of the Lord of 
hosts hath spoken it.” (Micah 4: 4.)

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Perfection in Administration 
The perfection of Kingdom administration will bring 
about the fulfillment of Isaiah’s prophecy: 


**And they shall build houses, and inhabit them; and they shall 
plant vineyards, and eat the fruit of them. They shall not build, 
and another inhabit; they shall not plant, and another eat: for as 
the days of a tree are the days of my people, and mine elect shall 
long enjoy the work of their hands. They shall not labour in vain, 
nor bring forth for trouble; for they are the seed of the blessed of 
the Lord, and their offspring with them.” (Isa. 65: 21-23.) 

What of the suppression of crime and evil and the recti- 
fication of maladministration in the land following the 
great restoration? Isaiah informs us that at that time: 


“I will . . . make thy officers peace, and thine exactors 
righteousness. Violence shall no more be heard in thy land, wast- 
ing nor destruction within thy borders.” (Isa. 60: 17-18.) 


Impartial enforcement of the law, with the administra- 
tors knowing the thoughts and intents of the people, will 
bring about the establishment of equity and justice for all. 
No one plotting evil will be able to bring his schemes to 
fruition. 

In addition to these blessings of peace and well-being 
will come the complete eradication of all sickness, for, as 
promised, the keeping of all His laws will bring about the 
fulfillment of the blessing: 


‘And the Lord will take away from thee all sickness.” (Deut. 
7: 15-) 


The Glory of the Lord 


In the day when the Kingdom people return to the Lord 
their God and fulfill the requirements of the oath taken by 
their forefathers who said, “‘All that the Lord hath spoken 
we will do,” the day of their glorification will come. Then 
the prophecy will be fulfilled: 


“The Lord shall arise upon thee, and his glory shall be seen 
upon thee. And the Gentiles shall come to thy light, and kings to 
the brightness of thy rising.” (Isa. 60: 2-3.) 


A Type 

The visit of the Queen of Sheba to King Solomon’s court 
during his reign in the Golden Era of the Kingdom is a 
type of the time to come when the nations of the earth 
will hear of the marvelous prosperity of the Kingdom in 
operation and the happiness of the people, and they will 
send representatives to make observations and bring back 
an explanation of the reports they have heard. The Queen 
of Sheba saw all the evidences of the material wealth of 
Solomon’s kingdom and she was amazed, for she did not 
previously believe what she had heard was true: 


“It was a true report that I heard in mine own land of thy acts 
and of thy wisdom. Howbeit I believed not the words, until I 
came, and mine eyes had seen it: and, behold, the half was not 
told me: thy wisdom and prosperity exceedeth the fame which I 
heard.” (I Kings 10: 6-7.) 

In the coming restoration of the Kingdom, as the 


outcome of what the nations will hear and see, Micah’s 
prophecy will be fulfilled: 


*‘And many nations shall come, and say, Come, and let us go 
up to the mountain of the Lord, and to the house of the God of 
Jacob; and he will teach us of his ways, and we will walk in his 
paths: for the law shall go forth of Zion, and the word of the Lord 
from Jerusalem.” (Micah 4: 2.)

One Kingdom 


Israel and Judah will then have become one, united to- 
gether in celebrating the great restoration. Through Eze- 
kiel God refers to them as two sticks in his hand, which 
He unites with the result: 


‘And I will make them one nation in the land upon the moun- 
tains of Israel; and one king shall be king to them all: and they 
shall be no more two nations, neither shall they be divided into 
two kingdoms any more at all. . . . And David my servant shall 
be king over them; and they all shall have one shepherd: they 
shall also walk in my judgments, and observe my statutes, and do 
them. And they shall dwell in the land that I have given unto 
Jacob my servant, wherein your fathers have dwelt; and they shall 
dwell therein, even they, and their children, and their children’s 
children for ever: and my servant David shall be their prince for 
ever. Moreover I will make a covenant of peace with them; it 
shall be an everlasting covenant with them: and I will place them, 
and multiply them, and will set my sanctuary in the midst of 
them for evermore. My tabernacle also shall be with them: yea, 
I will be their God, and they shall be my people. And the heathen 
shall know that I the Lord do sanctify Israel, when my sanctuary 
shall be in the midst of them for evermore.” (Ez. 37: 22-28.) 


House of Judah 


When reference is made to Judah in these latter days it 
is well to remember that many of the House of Judah did 
not return to Palestine at the time the remnant returned 
from Babylon and became known as the Nation of the 
Jews. Today the Jews are fulfilling specific prophecies 
directed to them as the result of their rejection of Jesus 
Christ. The present endeavor on the part of the Zionists to 
seize the land of Israel by force and violence as the time of 
restoration for true Israel and true Judah approaches 
heralds the coming of judgment for them. It is pointed out 
in “The Plot To Seize the Kingdom” * that the Zionists 
are Carrying out plans in a great conspiracy that justifies 
the verdict Jesus pronounced upon the Jews to whom He 
referred when He said: 


‘But those mine enemies, which would not that I should reign 
over them, bring hither, and slay them before me.” (Luke 19: 27.) 


An age is ending as the Lord God summons the nations 
to draw near: 


“For it is the day of the Lord’s vengeance, and the year of 
recompences for the controversy of Zion.” (Isa. 34: 8.) 


His indignation is upon the nations and in His fury He 
will destroy all His enemies, but the Lord will be the hope 
of His people. All those who accept His salvation through 
His Son Jesus Christ have full assurance of deliverance. 
That this applies even to the Jews is clear from the 
Prophet Zechariah’s words if they will meet the conditions: 


“‘And they shall look upon me whom they have pierced, and 
they shall mourn for him, as one mourneth for his only son, and 
shall be in bitterness for him, as one that is in bitterness for his 
firstborn.” (Zech. 12: 10.) 


Joel’s prophecy makes it clear that there will be those 
in Jewry who will have a part in the great restoration: 


**For I will cleanse their blood that I have not cleansed: for the 
Lord dwelleth in Zion.” (Joel 3: 21.)

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Together, the restored of Israel and Judah will fulfil] 
Isaiah’s declaration: 


“And the ransomed of the Lord shall return, and come to Zion 
with songs and everlasting joy upon their heads: they shall obtain 
joy and gladness, and sorrow and sighing shall flee away.” 
(Isa. 35: 10.) 


Therefore, as we approach the climax of the ages, that 
which seems to be a day of destruction is in reality the 
birth pangs of the New Order of the Ages. The destruction 
of evil and the removal of men of violence from the earth 
will exalt righteousness and the knowledge of the Lord will 
then fill the earth as the waters cover the sea. 


A Holy Nation 


With the removal of evil from the Kingdom, its citizens 
will all obey the law in righteousness: 


“Thy people also shall be all righteous: they shall inherit the 
land for ever, the branch of my planting, the work of my hands, 
that I may be glorified.” (Isa. 60: 21.) 


Restored and glorified, the citizens of His Kingdom will 
function as administrators throughout the world, bringing 
peoples and nations into an understanding of the way of 
the Lord and teaching them the righteousness of His laws: 


*‘But you shall be called the priests of the Lord, 
The ministers of our God shall you be named. 
You shall enjoy the wealth of the nations, 

And in their glory shall you revel. 


‘Because their shame was in double measure, 

And contempt was the lot they inherited, 

Therefore in their land shall they inherit a double measure, 
Everlasting joy shall be theirs. 


“For I the Lord love justice, 

I hate robbery and crime; 

So I will faithfully give them their recompense, 

And an everlasting covenant will I make with them. 


*“Their sons shall be known among the nations, 
Their offspring in the midst of the peoples; 
All who see them shall acknowledge them 
As a race which the Lord has blessed.” 
(Isa. 61: 6-9, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


This is the ultimate fulfillment of the role of the Israel 
of God as His servant people, confirmed by Ferrar Fen- 
ton’s translation of the sixth verse: “Your Title, — ‘The 
SERVANTS of God! ” 


Citizenship Essential 


Without exception the prophets and apostles looked for- 
ward to the time of restoration that will come when the 
Kingdom organized at Mount Sinai will fill the earth with 
the fruits of righteousness. The terms of the New Covenant 
made with Israel require the acceptance of Jesus Christ as 
Lord and Saviour by all who wish to secure citizenship in 
the restored Kingdom of God. This citizenship should be 
obtained before the Times of Refreshing come from the 
presence of the Lord, as Peter says: 


‘Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that your sins may be 
blotted out, when the times of refreshing shall come from the 
presence of the Lord; and he shall send Jesus Christ, which before 
was preached unto you: Whom the heaven must receive until the 
times of restitution of all things, which God hath spoken by the 
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mouth of all his holy prophets since the world began.” (Acts 3: 
19-21.) 

Those who fail in this will be lost, for without citizenship 
it will be impossible to have a share in the wonderful bless- 
ings of happiness, prosperity and peace which will accrue 
to those who reside in His Kingdom: 

“And God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes; and there 
shall be no more death, neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall 
there be any more pain: for the former things are passed away.” 
(Rev. 21: 4.) 

Speaking of those who overcome the world, John heard 


Him whom he saw in vision sitting upon the Throne say: 


‘He who is victorious will possess all this, and I will be his God 
and he will be my son.” (Rev. 21: 7, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


Let us not despise His Word, disbelieve His prophets 
and reject His Kingship; rather, let us remember always 
that they are blessed who keep His commandments, for 
they will have a right to partake of the Tree of Life and 
enjoy their portion under the righteous rule of our Lord 
and King who is coming to take the Throne of His father 
David and reign over the House of Jacob forever. 
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August 29th, 1952 is also strongly marked. It bisects the 
1335 days between November 1, 1950 and June 28, 1954; 
as well as terminating 2 x 1290 days from the first atomic 
explosion which desolated Hiroshima. 
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The double 1290 days connection between the first city 
to be destroyed by an atomic bomb and August 29, 1952, 
does not necessarily imply a like catastrophe on the latter 
date. It does suggest that the epoch entered may be of an 
atomic nature. 

There is an interesting prophecy in the second book of 
Esdras which may throw light on “Babylon’s” coming 
overthrow: 


““Great and mighty clouds shall be lifted up full of wrath, and 
the star, that they may make all the earth afraid, and them that 
dwell therein. . . . And they shall break down the cities and 
walls. . . . And they shall go stedfastly unto Babylon, and make her 
afraid. They shall come to her, and besiege her, the star and all 
wrath shall they pour out upon her: then shall the dust and 
smoke go up unto the heaven, and all they that be about her 
shall bewail her.” (II Esdras 15: 40-44.) 

Also, we have Christ’s prediction that, at the end, cities 
shall be suddenly desolated, as happened in the case of 
Sodom (Luke 17: 29-30). 

3) September 21-28, 1952. This week falls within the 
period of the later Jewish Feasts, September 28th being 
the eve of the Day of Atonement. 

From the above evidence it would seem that the days 
of ecclesiastical “Babylon” are numbered. Doubtless it 
will come as a shock to many. Are there not great numbers 
of godly people in the Roman system? Yes, for the prophecy 
contains the warning: . 

“Come out of her, my people, that ye be not partakers of her 
sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues.” (Rev. 18: 4.) 

And “‘my people’? must mean true Christians. But is not 
the Roman Church increasing rapidly? If that be so, then 
it is only to be expected, for at the end she would “sit a 
queen” (18: 7). 

The climax is approaching and the signs of this are be- 
coming more and more evident. “When these things 
begin to come to pass, then look up, and lift up your heads; 
for your redemption draweth nigh,” said Jesus (Luke 
21: 28). Not desolation but deliverance awaits His true 
followers.

ern defense effort as “a rope that’s too 
short.” This is remarkably like a suc- 
cinct description by Isaiah as he en- 
visioned the sweep of events at the 
climax of the age overrushing and 
frustrating the palliative measures of 
harassed statesmen: 


“For the bed is shorter than that a man 
can stretch himself on it: and the covering 
narrower than that he can wrap himself 
in it.” (Isa. 28: 20.) 

Isaiah’s next verse is particularly 
thought-provoking: 

“For the Lord shall rise up as in mount 
Perazim, he shall be wroth as in the valley 
of Gibeon, that he may do his work, his 
strange work; and bring to pass his act, his 
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Time will disclose what “strange 
act” the Lord has prepared to con- 
found His enemies and save His peo- 
ple from the web of their own follies. 
But certain it is that only Divine inter- 
vention on a grand scale can now turn 
the fatal course of events. Certain it is 
that the accelerating tempo of devel- 
opments brings the hour of the prom- 
ised intervention near indeed. 

The faithful will watch and wait, 
knowing that He who meted out 
heaven with the span and weighed 
the hills in a balance can surely re- 
solve the world crisis at the time and 
in the manner He determined upon 
ages ago.

pletely change the meaning Jesus gave in thus expressing Him- 
self. 

**All this is further borne out in the record of Luke, who tells 
us that the disciples informed Jesus, ‘Behold, here are two swords. 
And he said unto them, It is enough.’ (Luke 22: 38.) This state- 
ment precedes the incident above and follows our Lord’s coun- 
sel: ‘He that hath no sword, let him sell his garment, and buy 
one.” (Luke 22: 36.)”? (Pages 157-158.) 

Dr. Dahlberg would have condemned Jesus for coun- 
selling His disciples to purchase weapons. He is also failing 
to make a distinction between what is required of an indi- 
vidual under the law and the part the nation must take in 
opposing evil aggression. Again quoting from Digest of the 
Divine Law: 

“‘Let us turn to one more passage which is also quoted and 
misapplied by the pacifists. ‘But I say unto you, That ye resist 
not evil: but whosoever shall smite thee on thy right cheek, 
turn to him the other also.’ (Matt. 5: 39.) This passage is ad- 
dressed to individuals, the very disciples whom the Lord coun- 
selled to sell their garments and buy swords. What, then, does 
it mean? Ferrar Fenton renders the passage: ‘But I tell you, 
Do not contend with the wicked,’ while Moffatt says, “But I 
tell you, you are not to resist an injury.’ 

“The context clearly shows that, while the law of judgment 
said, ‘An eye for an eye, and a tooth for a tooth,’ individuals 
are not to put into practice the law of national judgment and 
administration in their dealings one with another. They are to 
suffer injury without taking vengeance one upon the other. 
Even when taken to court and the case goes against one, Jesus 
counsels to be generous also and not vengeful. 

*‘Jesus in no particular opposed or taught against the Israel 
law of military service, but rather confirmed the need of being 
armed in his statement, ‘When a strong man armed keepeth his 
palace, his goods are in peace.’ (Luke 11: 21.) But Jesus most 
certainly condemned the holding of grudges, the taking of venge- 
ance and the refusal to forgive those who wrong us as individuals. 
But, as an officer of the government, that same individual must 
administer the law in justice and in accord with the judgment, 
‘An eye for an eye, and a tooth for a tooth’ — making the pun- 
ishment fit the crime, and in so doing bring the criminal to 
justice. Individuals must also be ready to give their services to 
their government in a time of trouble and defend their nation 
against all aggressors and enemies of their government. 

“Even Jesus Christ Himself is pictured by John as leading 
the armies of heaven against the enemies of His Kingdom, and 
of Him John says, ‘And I saw heaven opened, and behold a 
white horse; and he that sat upon him was called Faithful and 
True, and in righteousness he doth judge and make war.’ (Rev. 
19: 11.) Ferrar Fenton renders it: ‘For in justice He declares 
and wages war.’ Moffatt translates: ‘Just are his judgments 
and his warfare.’ 

“Surely, if the Son of God is justified in waging war for the 
cause of righteousness, and for the purpose of establishing justice, 
can any of His followers do less in this present age than follow 
the example thus set for them? 

“But when to this is added the fact that His Kingdom was 
established at Mount Sinai and that Kingdom (the House of 
Jacob) is the one over which the Angel declared to Mary that 
Jesus Christ is to reign and rule, surely it is a privilege for the 
citizens of that Kingdom to defend it against the attacks of the 
enemy who seek to destroy His government.” (Pages 161-162.) 


Dr. Dahlberg states that refusal to defend the nation 
might cause governments to crumble, but that the King- 
dom of God would remain. Such a statement is absolutely 
false and utterly ridiculous, for the Kingdom of God is 
the House of Jacob and the laws of defense given at Mount 
Sinai were for the purpose of enabling the citizens of 
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His Kingdom to protect that Kingdom from aggression 
until He comes, whose right it is, to reign. The House of 
Jacob is represented today by the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic 
peoples whom the enemy, Communism, is even now seek- 
ing to destroy. 

May God deliver His people from the false leadership 
of men of the cloth who purport to speak in His name, 
but whom He has not sent. Their deluded thinking has 
warped their judgment to such an extent that they counsel] 
surrendering to a vicious foe rather than to contend for 
victory over the forces of evil that would, if they could, 
most assuredly enslave our people, body, soul and spirit. 
To follow the advice of this Doctor would destroy the 
Kingdom and blot out the remembrance of righteousness 
and justice and the hope of peace from the face of the earth.
